OTTAWA (CP) — Bilingual bonus pay 
for civil servants Is a $30-mllllon-a- 
year “comedy of errors ’’ and Is "not one 
of the government's more brilliant 
moves.” says Max Yalden. commission¬ 
er of official languages. 

Yalden said In an interviev Thursday 
the government Is being inconsistent in 
reducing the number of positions it 
designates as bilingual while offering an 


$800 annual bonus to holders of the 
remaining bilingual jobs. 

He said people who have to use both 
languages in jobs not officially deslg 
nated as bilingual might also want the 
bonus. And there could be problems 
taking away the bonus from bilingual 
civil servants whose jobs have just 
been redesignated as unilingual. 

/‘I can't imagine what kind of position 


the treasury board finds itself in with 
respect to unions." 

Announced last October and retroac 
tiye to November, 1976, the bilingual 
bonus was instituted following union de¬ 
mands for the value of second-language 
skills to be recompensed. It Is estimated 
the bonuses amount to about $30 million 
annually. 

Yalden, who replaced Keith Spicer as 
language commissioner four months 


ago, said it didn't make sense for the 
government to give extra rewards to, 
those civil servants who learned their 
second language through federal 
courses at public expense. 

"These public servants didn't have to 
give up time from work, or their holi¬ 
days. to leant a second language. 1 
don’t see why they should have the state 
pay for their training and then expect a 
prize at the end of it.” ' 


A spokesman for Treasury Board 
President Robert Andras said the consi¬ 
deration here was the principle of equal 
pay for equal work. He said no changes 
are planned In the bonus system. 

The commissioner of official lan¬ 
guages is responsible for overseeing 
language equality in federal depart¬ 
ments and agencies and for promoting 
the values of bilingualism.

Airline chief raps 
ban on bonus trips

Canada president Claude 
Taylor said Thursday a letter 
outlining Anti-Inflation 
Board policy on bonus airline 
passes for its employees is 
"reflective of a current Cana¬ 
dian attitude that encourages 
mediocrity.” 

He said the board told Air 
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Canada the proposal would 
constitute “a direct viola¬ 
tion” of A1B guidelines. 

Taylor said the move 
“thwarts management’s ef¬ 
forts to motivate staff and in¬ 
crease productivity" and 
called it "a sad commentary 
that will perpetuate Canada’s 
non-competitive position in 
world markets." 

An Air Canada spokesman 
said the AIB’s letter had been 
i construed as formal advise¬ 
ment by the board that its 
offer to employees would not 
be allowed. 

The letter, from board 
director J.S. Roushome, said 
that unless the company 
agrees “to either cancel or 
postpone the implementation 
of this proposal until such 
time as the Anti-Inflation Act 
is no longer applicable (the 
board) will assume Air Cana¬ 
da plans to proceed with it 
and thus recommend the 
matter be referred” to the 
administration. 

"Any alteration to the pres¬ 
ent employee travel pass sys¬ 
tem would be in direct viola¬ 


tion” of the guidelines, the 
letter said. 

The Anti-Inflation Board 
said it had asked Air Canada 
to clarify the proposal by 
Jan. 20. Pay guidelines for 
1978 generally limit wage and 
benefit increases to six per 
cent. 

Taylor said the bonus was 
awarded in recognition of 
employees' achievement in 
returning the national airline 
to a profit position in 1977 and 
to mark Air Canada’s 40th 
anniversary. 

"My action was designed 
with minimal cost to the com¬ 
pany and without public in¬ 
convenience to thank the men 
and women of Air Canada for 
their remarkable job in Air 
Canada’s financial turn¬ 
around,” he said in a state¬ 
ment to employees. 

He assured employees that 
he would reassess the situa¬ 
tion when controls are lifted. 


Moncton policemen 
face charges today 

MONCTON, N.B. (CP) — Charges will be laid here 
today against seven former city policemen, crown 
prosecutor Donald Friel said Thursday. 

Four of the officers, all of whom were fired by city 
council last month, will be charged with breaking, 
entering and theft while the remaining three will be 
charged with theft of goods valued at under $200, Friel 
said. 

The charges against the men result from an exten¬ 
sive internal investigation of the force. 

The seven former officers had served between two 
and 10 years with the city’s force.

OTTAWA (CP) — Cana¬ 
dians get the right March 1 to 
examine government files on 
themselves, find out what the 
information has been used for 
and ask for corrections of 
inaccuracies. 

Interviews with Privacy 
Commissioner Inger Hansen 


and government officials 
Thursday provided a guide to 
procedures that individuals 
will follow to use this new 
right granted under the fed¬ 
eral Human Rights Act. 

The start procedure is to go 
to a post office, library or 
other yet undecided institu¬ 


tion where a federal index of 
government files will be 
available. „ 

The index will contain a de¬ 
scription of about 1,500 cate¬ 
gories of files—known as in¬ 
formation banks—compiled 
by 27 federal government de¬ 
partments and 62 govern¬ 


ment agencies, including the 
RCMP. 

Commercial government 
operations, such as the CBC 
and other crown corpora¬ 
tions, do not have to comply 
with the new law in opening 
files. 

Each entry in the index will 


describe the contents of an in¬ 
formation bank, and show the 
department or agency which 
has it, whether the infortna- 
tion is in a computer or on 
paper, how many persons’ 
files are in the bank and an 
address for getting it.

There are people who amuse them 
selves by reading telephone books and 
Hero Zzyzzx is a name hard to ignore. 

It’s his real name, he said, an amal¬ 
gam of Finnish, Lithuanian. Russian. 
French. German and central F.urnpe- 
an family backgrounds. His father, 
Xerxes Zzyzzx, was a sailor who named 
his son after the shipband on the cap of 
the British sailor pictured on Players 
cigarette packs.

Rowdy dispute 


but it was unclear Thursday 
night what effect a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court action during 
the day might have on this. 

Union officials were con¬ 
sulting lawyers to determine 
just what could be done. 

Mr. Justice John Bouck 
granted B.C. Tel an injunc¬ 
tion limiting picketing to two 
at any entrance of company 
buildings. The injunction also 
bars picketing of the resi¬ 
dences of company person 
nel. a tactic which has been 
carried out extensively, par¬ 
ticularly in Victoria. 

The judge said he agreed 
with B.C. Tel counsel that 
the union has taken an illegal 
and irresponsible approach 
in its picketing. 

The injunction pertains to 
several company locations 
throughout the province. 
There is a provision for other 
locations to be added if neces¬ 
sary. 

At Nanaimo, where the 
speeding truck incident was 
reported, pickets were espe 
dally busy during the day. In 
addition to blanketing the bus 
terminal and CPR ferry dock 
for close to nine hours, they 
effectively halted construe 
tion work on a major shop¬ 
ping plaza, according to a 
TWU official. 

The official said pickets 
were posted outside the plaza 
in the afternoon when two 
B.C. Tel supervisors were 
found doing some work at the 
site. The union plans to main¬ 
tain the picketline there 
today. 

Earlier, some 50 pickets 
forced the cancelling of one 
round-trip sailing of the CPR 
ferry. Bus traffic was not 
badly affected, since the 
buses were able to make their 
slops in an area outside the 
depot boundaries. This also 
applied to buses that board 
thp- major B.C. Ferries ser¬ 
vice for the mainland 

Pickets were removed 
after CP Rail agreed to seal 
up payphones at the terminal 
and on board its ferry. The 
union had complained that 
B.C. Tel supervisors were 
emptying the coin boxes on 
the payphones. 

A demonstration by an esti¬ 
mated 300 pickets successful¬ 
ly prevented company super¬ 
visors from entering the Bur¬ 
naby compound and picking 
up their vehicles, a company 
official said. 

He said the windshield of 
one vehicle was smashed and 
the tires punctured when a 
supervisor tried to drive off 
the grounds 

The pickets reportedly 
broke ranks as if to let the 
man and his vehicle through, 
(tut then encircled him. 

Prior to the court decision, 
TWU president Bob Donnelly 
had said activity would be 
increased because of the 
company's action.

John Munro had requested 
a return to work in time for 
B.C. .Supreme Court Judge 
Henry Hutiheon to,step into 
the case as an industrial in¬ 
quiry commissioner. The 
union has informed Munro it 
cannot have its members re 
turn under the "irrational” 
conditions set down by Mac- 
Farlane. 

Hutcheon is expected to re¬ 
turn to Vancouver from the 
east on the weekend and to 
initiate meetings with both 
sides Monday. 

Donnelly said the 10.000 
TWU members were not con¬ 
tent to watch the 2.000 super¬ 
visory personnel "steal their 
jobs.” 

"We are going to bring the 
message home very forcibly 
that we are not prepared to 
tolerate scabs.” he said. 

Management staff have 
been trying to maintain op¬ 


erations since the lingering 
contract dispute became an 
all-out lockout strike 50 days 
ago. 

At the heart of the dispute 
is the touchy question of the 
contracting out of work. Cer¬ 
tain work has been contract¬ 
ed out in the past with the 
union's agreement, but TWU 
negotiators have insisted on 
retaining a contract clause 
that stipulates the return of 
such work in any case where 
employees might be faced 
with a layoff without it. The 
company says it has guaran¬ 
teed this through newspaper 
advertisements, but the 
union maintains the ads don't 
provide the necessary guar¬ 
antee. , 

In another development, 
union pickets effectively shut 
down operations at Comin- 
co's Fording coal mine at 
Flkford in southeastern B.C. 
More than 700* members of 
the United Steelworkers of 
America refused to cross the 
line.

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Loss of Sun Life a ‘gain’ for PQ? 


QUEBEC (CP) - Premier 
Rene Levesque joined Ihe 
Run Life debate Thursday, 
warning that Quebec's finan 
cial loss might be the Parti 
Quebecois government's 
P9litical gain 

All sides In the dispute over 
the planned move of Sun Life 
Assurance Co. headquarters 
to Toronto from Montreal 
must tread cautiously or Ihe 
firm's decision "will have the 
same effect as the Brinks 
caper." he said. 

He was referring to a noto¬ 
rious incident during the 1970 
Quebec election campaign 
when securities were moved, 
with heavy publicity, by ar¬ 
mored truck from the Royal 
Trust headquarters in Mon¬ 
treal to Toronto. 

The Parti Quebecois, still 
in its infancy, elected only 
seven members in thal elec¬ 
tion and blamed the Brinks 
incident as a factor. 

Although the "Brink's 
caper" was generally credit¬ 
ed with having helped re¬ 
elect the Liberals at the time, 
political observers say the in¬ 
cident earned sympathy in 
the following years for the 
Parti Quebecois which was 
seen by many as the victim of 
an election campaign stunt.

The government gets 30 
days to mail the file to you, 
make it available at a gov¬ 
ernment office, notify you 
[hat no information exists or 
that there will be a delay or 
tell you it cannot give you the 
information. There are a va¬ 
riety of grounds for the gov¬ 
ernment to withhold files or 
parts of files from an appli¬ 
cant. 

If a file or part of a file is 
withheld, Ihe minister re¬ 
sponsible for the department 
or agency with the file must 
give you the reason in writ¬ 
ing. 

To challenge Ihe minister’s 
reason a complaint can be 
laid with Privacy Commis¬ 
sioner Hansen, who has 
powers to investigate some 
eases and advise the minister 
that he is right or wrong but 
cannot enforce her decision. 
She will take complaints by 
mail or telephone. 

Cabinet ministers have a 
dozen grounds for withhold¬ 
ing information, and five of 
them, considered Crown priv¬ 
ilege. cannot be challenged 
by* the privacy commission¬ 
er. 

They are eases where the 
information is withheld on 
grounds thal disclosing it 
might be injurious to interna¬ 
tional relations, national se¬ 
curity. national defence, or 
federal-provincial relations 
or might reveal a Privy 
Council secret. 

Hansen can investigate 
cases where part of a file is 
held back on grounds it would 
reveal information obtained 
by.or prepared by a govern¬ 
ment investigative body in 
relation to national security, 
during a criminal investiga¬ 
tion or an investigation into 
any offence against any act of 
Parliament 

The privacy commissioner 
can try to get the file opened 
if she thinks it is unjustifiably 
closed, with a recommenda¬ 
tion to the minister, a media¬ 
tion process or and-or a for¬ 
mal hearing. 

The government will have 
to keep all files on individuals 
for at least two years from 
the time the information is 
used for administrative pur¬ 
poses. 

Access to the files will he 
free unless the government 
finds large numbers of re¬ 
quests for thick documents 
are unduly increasing costa. 
Then it, would charge photo¬ 
copying costs.

He said the Sun Life 
board's decision, to be rati¬ 
fied at a meeting of policy 
holders in Toronto Jan. 27, 
was a political one. 

He urged the board to re¬ 
consider its decision to stage 
Ihe meeting in Toronto. He 
also invited the company to 
seek new proxies from policy 
holders raiher than using 
ones signed last y ear. 

"Otherwise.” he said, "it 
smacks of cowardice." 

The company should at 


least have the courage of Its 
convictions and hold the spe¬ 
cial general meeting in Mon¬ 
treal and try to insure the 
attendance of as many policy 


sity graduates, he said 
Citing language legislation 
as an impediment to smooth 
company operations was just 
a pretext. Levesque said.

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Storms battered Europe 
Thursday, hitting hardest at 
Britain, where at least 18 
people died on land and sea. 

London narrowly escaped 
serious flooding from the 
Thames as the river came 
within 48 centimetres of 
overflowing its flood walls. 
People living and working 
nearby were warned they 
might have to evacuate. 

It was the worst flood 
threat since a tidal wave 
swept up the Thames 25 years 
ago this month and killed 300 
people. 

In France, winds of up to 80 
knots blew away roofs and 
swept one man to his death on 
the Atlantic coast. Police in 
Dieppe said a dredge was 
blown into port with its opera¬ 
tor missing and presumed 
drowned in heavy seas. 

In Belgium, police and fire¬ 
men were placed on the alert 
as strong winds battered 
coastal areas, sending waves 
over dikes and flooding low- 
lying areas. 

Off the coasts of Britain. 12 
seamen were feared dead 
after their ships sank, and 
several other vessels sent out 
distress calls. 

As winds in Britain reached 


144 kilometres an hour, five 
people died on roads made 
dangerous by fallen trees, 
snow and ice.- 

Two men were killed when 
a truck was blown into the 
path of their car, and a mo¬ 
torcyclist died as gales threw

The worst snowstorms in 
more than 40 years swept the 
Tessin Canton of southern 
Switzerland. The storms cut 
road and rail links, disrupted 
electricity supplies and 
forced schools to close. 

Motorists abandoned cars 
which refused to start or 
were blocked by snow in 
parking places, and deep 
snow blocked a 60-kilometre 
stretch of Alpine highway 
linked to the San Bernardino 
Pass road tunnel. 

Eight people were trapped 
at a flooded tavern in the 
southeast English town of 
Deal for 12 hours. Rising 
water forced them on to the 
roof, where they lit a fire to 
draw attention to their plight. 

The air force tried to send 


an air-sea rescue helicopter, 
but the pilot could not take off 
because of high winds. Then 
the Royal Marines went in 
aboard a motor launch, but 
were forced back by the 
strength of the winds and 
choppy waters. 

Two of the country's best- 
known seaside piers were 
destroyed in the storms. 
Large sections of the iron 
pier at Margate in southeast¬ 
ern England were scattered 
along the beach, and most of 
the Skegness pier in eastern 
England was swept into the 
sea.

New doubt hovering 
over Goyer denials 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
KeSble commission heard 
testimony Thursday which 
added to the uncertainty 
about whether former solici¬ 
tor-genera I Jean-Pierre 
Goyer learned within days of 
the RCMP's participation in 
an illegal break-in at a left- 
wing news agency in October. 
1972. 

Goyer and Prime Minister 
Trudeau have firmly denied 
that the RCMP told Goyer or 
any cabinet minister about 
the break-in at the Agence de 
Presse Libre du Quebec, even 
though senior Mounties at Ot¬ 
tawa headquarters knew 
within five days that the raid 
had taken place without a 
search warrant. 

Jean-Yves Dube, com¬ 
mander of the RCMP's Que¬ 
bec division at the time, 
raised more questions about 
the government's version, in 
testimony before the com¬ 
mission. 

He said the late Inspector 
Laurent Forest, then head of 
the RCMP’s security and in¬ 
telligence operation in Que¬ 
bec, told him Goyer had de¬ 
cided not to reply to a com¬ 
plaint filed by agency jour¬ 
nalists shortly after the raid. 

Dube said he first learned 
of the affair when he arrived 
at his Montreal office and 


was given a telegram from 
the journalists complaining 
of the theft and asking if the 
Ittunties were involved. 

“I immediately called Mr. 
Forest to my office, showed 
him the telegram and asked 
if we were involved,” he 
added. * 

Forest replied that the 
RCMP. Quebec Provincial 
and Montreal police were re¬ 
sponsible. he said. 

‘‘I was under the impress¬ 
ion that it was an operation 
authorized and controlled by 
headquarters,” Dube said. "I 
was used to this type of 
thing.” 

Several days after the 
meeting, “Mr. Forest told me 
that Mr. Goyer had decided 
not to reply,” Dube added. 

Dube's testimony added to 
a body of circumstantial evi¬ 
dence that Goyer might have 
been informed of the Oct. 6-7, 
1972, raid in short order after 
John Starnes, then head of 
the RCMP security service, 
was told Oct. 10.

SPEAK OF FALCONRY In British Columbia 
and you will get a glassy-eyed stare from most of 
ua. We simply don’t know what it’s all about. 

The question is: what do some of the few 
people who do know what it's all about think of 
the Arab interest In this province’s Peregrine 
falcons. 

These fascinating facts emerge: 

The Peale’s Peregrine found on our coast, is 
bigger and stronger than any other Peregrine in 
North America. That’s why Arab falconers are 
Interested In it. They want the best and, good 
ness knows, they can afford it. 

Birds of prey, except those attacking farm 
stock, are now totally protected in B.C. All 
the evidence suggests the Peregrine population 
is smaller than 20 years ago. 

A Peregrine poached from the B.C. coast 
will fetch $20,000 in the Arab world. 

The penalty. If you are caught poaching 
Peregrines, can run $50 to $2,000. depending on 
the Judge. 

It Is Impossible for fish and wildlife staff to 
patrol the coast adequately In June, the Queen 
Charlotte Islands in particular, the time poach¬ 
ers take the young Peregrines from their nests. 

It Is virtually certain poaching of Pere¬ 
grines on our coast is continuing. 

Saudi Arabian Interests are ready to back 
a $1.5 million falcon breeding and export pro¬ 
gram in B.C. But inevitably they will want to use 
wild Peregrines because they are better, faster 
and stronger, than any in captivity. 

Now along comes a playboy Saudi prince 
and says if the falcon business doesn't work out 
his country’s way, companies in this province 
could lose $71 million worth of business with that 
oil-rich country. 

Conservation Minister Sam Bawlf replies 
quite properly that he Is not in the business of 
trading wildlife for industrial development. 

But the point is: others are eager to trade 
1 our wildlife for cash. Lots of people would be 
ready to climb to a Peregrine's nest on our 
remote coast and lift a couple of chicks — for 
$ 20 , 000 . 

Will Bawlf’s fish and wildlife branch have 
the troops five months from now to see that 
doesn’t happen?

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Our own prisons 


WOULD ANY COURT have sentenced shoemak¬ 
er Janes Rus to 32 years of prison for his 
inconsequential collaboration with the Nazis in 
Yugoslavia during the Second World War ? 

He did that by himself. 

For half his lifetime he cowered in a jail of 
his own making. The other day he discovered, 
after all that time, that the cell door was 
not even locked. 

At age 30, in 1943, Rus was a partisan with 
Tito’s forces fighting the Nazis. He was captured 
and persuaded to join the White Guard, a 
pro-Nazi group fighting the Communists in Yu¬ 
goslavia. Tito’s partisans won and in June. 1945. 
Rus went into hiding at his sister’s farm¬ 
house. 

“Throughout these years I did nothing and I 
never left the house,” he is quoted as saying. 
“When I heard happy people singing in the 
village, I cried.’’ 

He was afraid to go to his mother's funeral 

Rus was discovered last week when his 
sister bought an unusually large supply of 
bread. A suspicious villager called police. 

He learned no charges had ever been filed 
against him. He was free. 

Some people will consider this a satisfying 
story of retribution with an ironic twist. Per¬ 
haps it is more a story of how we isolate 
ourselves from one another and often imagine 
the worst of ourselves. Man’s inhumanity to man 
is well documented. How often are we harsher on 
ourselves than any jury would ever be?

Long approval-time seen 
for Arctic pipeline plan 


CALGARY — Canada has 
yet another major frontier 
pipeline proposal. The latest 
plan, unveiled before the Na 
tional Energy Board (NEB) 
In late December, has been 
put forward by Canada’s Po- 
largas consortium to link nat¬ 
ural gas reserves In the Arc¬ 
tic islands with southern 
markets. 

The large diameter pipe 
line would be about 2,338 
miles long and cost an esti¬ 
mated $6.1 billion expressed 
in 1976 values. 

According to John Hould- 
Ing, president and chief exec¬ 
utive officer of Polargas, the 
transmission system could be 
operational by the mid 1980s 
It would deliver 1.3 billion 
cubic feet of fuel a day from 
the top of the world 

Such a timetable envisages 
the filing of a detailed appli 
cation this year with the 
NEB, Canda's supreme regu 
latory agency in energy mat¬ 
ters. Public hearings possibly 
would be held in 1979 in order 
to allow in the following year 
the start of the five-year con 
struction period 
Mr. Houlding said In an In¬ 
terview that the Polargas 
project “would be sequential 
to” rather than overlap the 
Alaska highway gas pipeline 
venture that is to be con 
structed between 1979 and 
1983 by Canada's Foothills 
Pipe Line, Ltd , and the 
Northwest Energy Company 
of Salt Lake City, Utah. 

The Canadian precedent 
for dealing with controversial 
pipeline applications is not 
very encouraging for speedy 
regulatory approval. It took 
five years to set a final deci 
sion on the Alaska highway 
project as the proponents of 
rival schemes did battle In 
public and behind closed 
doors for federal permits.

But the 
referendum can only be Interpreted as 
the Quebec people's will to be a separate 
nation-state. If they so expressed that 
will (as the Irish did and as the Scots 
have not yet done) no Ottawa govern¬ 
ment is going to coerce them to remain 
in the confederation by force.

the northern mainland at the

Initially, some of the pipe 
line’s gas would be available 
to American consumers, but 
the exports would eventually 
be phased out as domestic- 
market demand built up in 
Ontario, Quebec and. possi 
bly. In the Maritimes. 

Essentially, Arctic gas 
would help to displace some 
of Canada's oil imports used 
mostly in the same regions 
beyond 1985 when imports 
could be running at double 
the present rate of 900,000 
barrels a day 

For the past six years the 
Polargas consortium has 
been working on “cold" pipe 
line technology — with the 
temperature of the gas within 
the pipe at slightly above 
freezing point — as well as on 
the technology needed to 
span deepwater straits that 
remain ice-bound for up to 
eight mouths in the year. 

Mr. Houlding said that 
“our earlier problems in 
these areas have been 
solved.” 

The massive enterprise 
would use Canadian person¬ 
nel and materials “as far a 
possible" providing Canadi 
an suppliers of steel and 
other products proved “com 
petitive” on prices and 
deliveries. 

According to Mr. Houdling, 
“We have faith In the gas 
potential of the Arctic is¬ 
lands, that they will yield the 
required reserves within the 
time frame of our project.” 


OTTAWA - The prime 
minister's blunt assertion 
that he’s “not going to be shy 
about using the sword if 
something illegal is attempt 
ed in the provinc of Quebec” 
will not help the cause of 
national unity. 

It may win him a few votes 
among the minority of angle 
phones who think in military 
terms as a last resort to keep 
Canada intact. 

But in the battle for the 
hearts and minds of young 
Quebeckers he poured gaso 
line on a simmering fire. 

In terms of logic, the PM’s 
position is not unreasonable 
He would only use force in the 
event of an illegal separation 
— a unilateral declaration of 
independence. The PQ would 
not be allowed to rob Que 
beckers of their (federalist) 
birthright against the will of 
the majority. 

Trudeau made it clear that 
he doesn’t expect the PQ to 
act in such a manner. They 
were elected democratically 
and, so far at least, have 
respected the law and judg 
ments of the courts. 

Nor has the PM changed 
his own basic position that if 
a majority of citizens of “La 
Belle Province” should vote 
for separation, someone (not 
himself) would have to sit 
down and negotiate a peace 
ful divorce.

The road builders of the Rhodesian war on terror¬ 
ists have* job as jtnglamorous as it Is dangerous.

In the Honde Valley, a beautiful wood-covered 
stretch of land that runs close to Umtali and up to the 
Mozambique border, troops are thick on the ground. 

The Honde is known as one of the hottest spots in 
the country — with frequent ambushes, and terrorists 
mortar and rocket attacks on military posts and the 
major bases of the road department. 

Nearly 400 African workers operate from Ruda, 
which Is run with quiet efficiency by 22-year-old 
Malcolm MacDonald, an engineering graduate from 
Natal University in Durban. 

Malcolm and his collegues who live and work out 
of Ruda Camp are prepared for the worst at all times. 

When they sleep at night a rifle Is always close at 
hand, and in case of an attack specially developed 
“mortar pits” have been, contracted. 

Next to each man’s bed is a six-meter-deep pit 
and a tunnel leading to a heavily fortified under¬ 
ground dugout with, “port holes” through which the 
men can fire back when under attack.

In response to an article by 
Stephen Hume printed in the 
Colonist Dec. 31, relating an 
interview with MLA Charles 
Barber, I. with the support of 
my family and neighbors, 
should like to add my voice in 
protest to a scheme which 
was promised the elderly 
needing intermediate care, 
and which apparently has 
now been snatched away 
from many at the very Jast 
minute. 

This is an excellent pro¬ 
gram, but it should have been 
made mandatory that all 
nursing homes, etc., enter the 
scheme, otherwise the aged 
are the pawns. The way it 
was originally presented, the 
public was given to under¬ 
stand all elderly persons re¬ 
quiring care were automati¬ 
cally covered as of Jan. 1. 

I have a relative who is In 
her 91st year who has spent 
nearly all her life’s savings 
(savings which were made by 
doing without) maintaining 
her independence over the 
past several years of living in 
intermediate care homes. 
Now when these savings are 
all but gone, there seemed to 
be a ray of light which would 
slill allow her to keep her 
dignity. But it would appear 
this is only to be for a select 
few, not all. The relatives of 
the elderly are not concerned 
with the negotiations between 
government and private op¬ 


erators, we only want assur¬ 
ances that everyone is 
covered. 

I would strongly urge the 


government to treat alike all 
those eligible for the scheme, 
and if negotiations are not 
quite complete in the private

Region district's bureau¬ 
cracy is the present day can¬ 
cer for which our existing 
B.C. government has no cure, 
even though we are assured 
research is taking place. 
They have a hearing commit¬ 
tee touring the province. 

Meanwhile this cancer is 
allowed to grow taking with it 
many small business people, 
who have had the initiative to 
spend many long hours in 
trying to establish them¬ 
selves, only to find they are 
now considered non-conform¬ 
ing, and as such are not per¬ 
mitted to expand and should 
they bum down they may not 
be allowed to rebuild. The 
result is that their livelihood 
Is being taken away from 
them at a time when the 
governments are telling us 
small businesses are vital to 
our depressed economy. 

I live within the Cowichan 
Valley Region District. In 
1976 this region district was 
allowed to pass a zoning 
bylaw that did not even in¬ 
clude a commercial zone. 
Many of us protested. Even 
the B.C. government ques¬ 
tioned this drastic measure 
but did not stop its passage. 

To try and protect our¬ 
selves 21 of us took the CVRD 
to the B.C. Supreme Court 
and had the bylaw quashed. 


Our lawyer told us that this 
meant there was no bylaw in 
effect. But apparently the re¬ 
gion district lawyer advised 
the staff and directors that 
because they were appealing 
the court’s decision the 
quashed bylaw could remain 
in effect. 

I approached various gov¬ 
ernment departments inquir¬ 
ing which lawyer was right. 
To my amazement they in¬ 
formed me we’d have to go 
to court again to find out. 
Their lawyer apparently con¬ 
vinced the region directors 
that it was important that 
they appeal the quashed 
bylaw. But I wonder just how 
important it actually was, be¬ 
cause they didn’t even get the 
book of appeal in on time. 

With the results the taxpay¬ 
ers have to pay both lawyers’ 
fees to appear in Vancouver, 
where the region district was 
granted an extended dead¬ 
line. 

While we wait for the ap¬ 
peal to be heard the region 
board presented a new zoning 
bylaw to us at a public hear¬ 
ing. Many people requested 
change and not one person 
spoke in favor of the bylaw as 
presented. The director at 
that time, as a result of the 
hearing recommended some 
changes and asked for a third 


reading. No doubt it would 
have had third reading at 
that meeting had not our new 
director requested it be ta¬ 
bled until he had time to re¬ 
view it. It was tabled but 
lifted at the next meeting, 
disregarding the fact that the 
new director had not had suf¬ 
ficient time to really study it. 
But he did request two addi¬ 
tional changes. 

The region board lawyer 
was at this meeting but for 
some reason he now ap¬ 
parently advised the board it 
would be Improper for the 
board to give third reading 
with these changes, with the 
result that third reading was 
given to the zoning map as 
presented at the public hear¬ 
ing. The request of the tax¬ 
payers was ignored as well as 
the past and new directors’ 
recommendations. What was 
the good of the hearing? 
Where is local input? Who is 
in control of our region dis¬ 
trict? Why did our elected 
directors permit this third 
reading, which was contrary 
to the views of the area C 
directors and many 
residents? 

In the past, zoning bylaws 
have had changes such as 
these made after a public 
hearing. 

I went to Victoria and dis¬ 


cussed this new situation with 
three different officials with¬ 
in the municipal affairs de¬ 
partment. I was pleased with 
the reception I received from 
two of them — they appeared 
concerned and gave me some 
advice. But the third offi¬ 
cial’s attitude was totally dif¬ 
ferent. He told me the gov¬ 
ernment had given the region 
district the power to govern 
us as they wished and his 
attitude apeared to be — so 
what — it you were conform¬ 
ing to the “previous rules and 
regulations and now the re¬ 
gion board decided we are 
non-conforming — tough 
luck. He did suggest if we 
didn't like it we could get our 
lawyer’s opinion. So once 
again we are being forced to 
go to court to try and protect 
our right to earn a living and 
possibly create much needed 
jobs. 

Was not the region concept 
set up to better assist local 
people? If this is the only type 
of help they can offer, I think 
it’s time region districts 
should be abolished. If they 
don’t break us with their 
overpowering methods, 
they’ll break us through tax¬ 
ation, with their ever-grow¬ 
ing staff and high cost.

Gorde Hunter sees little 
prospect of cheaper land and 
lower wages to bring about 
reduced housing costs. The 
price of land is the key and 
we should be doing somethi- 
ing abouyt. 

British Columbia Assess¬ 
ment Authority claims the 
new assessment on our lands 
and buildings (in its 1978 no¬ 
tices) are based on today’s 
house and lot s^M^^AII por-' 
perty assessments show 
enormous increases over the 
past decade in land values 
but not in buildings. Under¬ 
standably this may seem 
satisfactory to many who 
have struggled to complete 
mortgage payments. It is 
comforting to know that full 
home ownership now repre¬ 
sents sound investment, per¬ 
haps .with a bonus if one 
chooses to trade off a single 
family dwelling for a condo¬ 
minium. But there are other 
considerations* 

Obviously municipalities 
find these highly inflated land 
values acceptable for taxa¬ 
tion purposes. (True, the mill 
rate is the final factor but the 
so-called market value of 
property is of first impor¬ 
tance.) 

Escalating lot prices make 
the purchase of a modest 
home virtually impossible for 
a young man with a family If 
he must set aside $3 of every 
hourly paid wage just to pay 
mortgage interest and taxes. 
He needs full employment all 
year round to do so. 

It seems ludicrous to assess 
a higher dollar value for ex¬ 
ample on a 60’xl20’ lot than 
on the house itself. One actual 
case—a house built in 1955 is 
now assessed at approxi¬ 
mately twice its original cost 
but the 90’xl20’ lot purchased 
that year for $1,850 is now 
assessed at $-16,850. That is 
more than 25 times its origi¬ 
nal cost. 

The increased value of the 
house is reasonable consider¬ 
ing cost increases in building 
materials and labor when in 
practise a house built 20 
years ago for $20,000 might 
now cost up to $50,000 to 
duplicate. 

' Building contractors do a 
fair job. Their degree of in¬ 
flation compares with cur¬ 
rent prices of automobiles, a 
product of materials and high 
labor costs in a competitive 
manufacturing industry. For 
example, a smaller-type 
American compact selling 20 
years ago for $2,500 is im¬ 
proved and sold in 1978 
models at no more than twice 
that sum. That makes sense 
but ’building lots 25 times 
greater do not. Although 
many building lots are still 
available in our metropolitan 
areas the real estate industry 
tells us that the average price 
of a (smaller) 60’xl20* lot is 
$29,000. 


Why has land become so 
costly here compared with 
Washington and Oregon 
States despite big demands 
for housing in the U.S.A.? 
Have we so much less of it? It 
is said that building lots are 
available in Port Angeles— 
just 20 miles from Victoria— 
at $7,000, while Seattle houses 
are quoted at something like 
one-third less than ours. A 
Portland business man esti¬ 
mates his good residential 
home, worth $50,000 locally, 
compares with an $80,000 sale 
here. He asks how we man 
age to live. The answer is 
higher housing costs trans¬ 
lates into higher wage de¬ 


mands rather than vice 
versa. 

Those assessment notices 
should provoke enlightened 
thinking. Small wonder we 
cannot compete with goods 
and services in the U.S. A. But 
reduced land prices here 
would produce cheaper hous¬ 
ing of all forms. We should 
then expect less excessive 
wage demands and thus com¬ 
pete in the American econ¬ 
omy. 

Assisted home ownership 
grants do not touch the real 
problem so we should take a 
look at earlier surveys in¬ 
cluding the Hellye^Fask 
Force report. It is know that 


We would do well to exam¬ 
ine legislation enacted over 
many years to control land 
speculation in the United 
Kingdom. In a real sense 
those measures have satis¬ 
fied every shade of political 
opinion be it red, or pink, or 
true blue.

"At the present time, in 
many provinces, there is one 
person licensed to sell real 
estate for every 300 people in 
that province — a staggering 
amount of people carrying 
real estate licences around, 
and I believe, in fact I know, 
that the ratio for this area is 
much worse," Boss stated. 

"We have a peat many 
people who are licensed who 
also hold other jobs, or have 
other Income, or who only 
work part time. Some haven't 
any great ioyalty to the real 
estate Industry. They're not 
committed to our business 
atall. There are a good many 
who have never taken any 
upgrading in their real estate 
education in the last 10 
years. . . .it’s quite possible 
(hat they're incapable of ren¬ 
dering proper and profession¬ 
al service to the public. 

“There are some astonish¬ 
ing figures that we don’t talk 
about too much. About 25 per 
cent of all licensees are stead¬ 
ily on the move from one 
company to another. Almost 
30 per cent of the members in 
the Canadian Real Estate As¬ 
sociation have been in the 
business less than two years. 
About half of our members 
have been in the business less 
than four years. 

The CREA president said 
that the industry cannot ig¬ 
nore this type of person in the 
because "what they do rubs 
off on us, and the public 
forms their impression of real 
estate Industry by the actions 
of the total Industry.”

Royal Insurance 
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Consumerism brings 
challenge to markets 


The president of Sales and Marketing 
Executives International said here Thurs¬ 
day that the biggest challenge facing those 
in marketing today is to successfully re¬ 
spond to the new society. 

Jack Criswell, of Cleveland, said In an 
interview that the growth of "consu¬ 
merism" in the marketplace is one of the 
major components of the modern world. 
Better education and other factors, he said, 
are making people of all countries ques¬ 
tion the value of everything. 

This questioning, he said, comes from 
state governments, provincial governments 
and even communities, as well as Individu¬ 
als. Those involved in business, he wrote in a 
recent speech, should know that the guillo¬ 
tine will fall on the free market system 
unless business starts defining its position in 
terms of wider social benefit. 


"What is needed Is the truth — presented 
In terms of customer benefit, the classic 
formula for effective salesmanship," he 
wrote. 

Criswell spoke to the Victoria chapter of 
the SME club Thursday at the Empress 
Hotel. He said In the interview that Ideally 
such a meeting should be a way of members 
obtaining a quick insight into some facet of 
marketing. 

"It should be an educational thing, not 
necessarily a motivational one,” he said. 

The International president, who Is divi¬ 
sional manager of community relations 
for Ohio Bell, said that the organization now 
embraces about 25,000 members, with about 
85 per cent of the membership in the U.S., 
Canada and Mexico. 


Cancer insurance 


A QUIET SUCCESS 


By JAMES Ol'TMAN 

NEW YORK (Reuter) 
— Johan Amos, chain¬ 
smoking chairman of 
American Family Corp., 
concedes that most peo¬ 
ple don’t want to talk 
about his company’s 
chief product—cancer in¬ 
surance. 

But since the company 
was founded 20 years ago, 
nearly 3 million Ameri¬ 
cans and almost 1 million 
Japanese have signed up 
for American Family's 
supplemental insurance, 
designed to “plug the 
holes” of existing medi¬ 
cal insurance. The insur¬ 
ance is also available in 
Britain and this year in 
Canada. 

Amos cites a Gallup 
poll which listed cancer 
as the most-feared dis¬ 
ease in the United States 
as evidence that there is a 
growing market for can¬ 
cer insurance, and confi¬ 
dently predicts a 35-per- 
cent increase in revenues 
this year and a compara¬ 
ble increase in profits. 
Last year, revenues to¬ 
talled about $200 to $210 
million, he said in an 
interview. 


“In 19781 don’t see any¬ 
thing to slow us down,” 
Amos says. As the aver¬ 
age lifespan increases, so 
docs the incidence of can¬ 
cer. The disease now 
strikes about one person 
in four and occurs in two 
families out of three. 

Cancer insurance is 
aimed at helping suf¬ 
ferers and their families 
meet the costs not co¬ 
vered under regular 
medical insurance. 

Allowances are made 
for travelling to treat¬ 
ment centres, phoning 
relatives with progress 
reports and the portion of 
hospital bills not paid by 
other policies. 

Typically, he says, con¬ 
ventional insurance poli¬ 
cies cover only about 60 
per cent of the costs asso¬ 
ciated with cancer and its 
treatment. American 
Family aims to make up 
the rest. 

It does not. however, 
pay costs associated with 
use of the controversial 
drug laelrile. 

Although policy holders 
come from every social 
and economic group, 


Amos says the typical 
policyholder is 47 years 
old, has a middle-class 
income, and probably 
buys his cancer insur¬ 
ance through a group pol¬ 
icy at work. 

American Family says 
it accounts for 60 per cent 
of all cancer insurance 
policies written in the 
United States. 

For about $75 a year- 
less for group sales— 
American 'family’s poli¬ 
cies will pay specified 
cancer-related expenses 
without limit. 

Claims—which totalled 
83.000 in 1976 with a value 
of $52.5 million—are cal¬ 
culated on the cost of a 
hospital room when the 
policy is written. Pay¬ 
ments have ranged from 
$50 for simple skin cancer 
to $54,000. 

Unlike some insurers, 
Amos welcomes claims. 

“Sales are in direct re- 
Ialion to claims paid," he 
says—the more claims, 
the more sales. Once peo¬ 
ple learn of policy holders 
benefitting from cancer 
insurance,they are eager 
to sign up, he added.

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Three tallships certain 
to run in big Cook race 


Ed Sweeney, executive director of the 
Captain Cook Bicentennial Committee, 
said Thursday in Vancouver he ex¬ 
pects at least eight of the world’s dwin¬ 
dling number of tall sailing ships will 
compete in this summer’s race from 
Hawaii to Victoria. 

Sweeney said in an interview that 
three vessels already have confirmed 
their participation — two from Japan 
and one from Argentina Twelve have 
been invited. • 

The race is scheduled to start in Ha 
waii June 24. The vessels will follow 


Captain Cook's 1778 route (rom the 
Sandwich Islands, as Hawaii was then 
known, to the B.C. coast. They are 
expected to arrive in Victoria about July 
28. 

Most of the remaining sailing ships in 
the world are operated as naval training 
vessels. The ships that take part in the 
race will also be open to public inspection 
in Victoria. 

The event is being sponsored by the 
American Sail Training Association, the 
B.C. government and the cities of Hono¬ 
lulu.

Public dumpsite used 
for asbestos tailings

Dry asbestos tailings from 
the Cassiar Asbestos Ltd. mill 
in north-central B.C. have 
been discharged onto a public 
garbage dump used daily by 
Cassiar residents and Indian 
’ squatters,” chief environ¬ 
mental control engineer Mel¬ 
vin Taylor said Thursday in 
Victoria. 

Taylor said In an interview 
that provincial pollution con- ' 
trol regulations forbid the dis¬ 
charge of dry tailings onto 
the dump „ . 

Inhalation or ingestion of 
asbestos fibres is believed to 
be a source of cancers and 
lung diseases. 

The public garbage dump 
overlaps onto the tailings 
dump, he said. 


But Taylor denied that 
there was any health danger 
from the mining operation to 
either residents or workers, 
and said the garbage dump 
couldn’t be moved to another 
location because the land is 
too rocky. 

Indians — “squatters” — 
live behind the garbage 
dump, he said. 

Tailings, discharged every 
day onto the dump, are usual 
ly dampened, he said 

When tailings are damp, 
they form a thick crust that 
prevents the fibres from 
blowing away or being in 
haled. 

But, Taylor said, "there 
have been times when the 
water system has broken 
down. Sometimes the tailings

He said a complete medical 
survey of Cassiar employees 
who lived in the town or 
worked for the company for 10 
years or more “found no 
traces of any asbestos-related 
diseases up to the date of the 
completion of the survey.

In the past five years the 
company has spent 15 per cent 
of capital expenditures on en- 
vironmental controls, or 
about $15 million. In the next 
five years tbe company is 
planning to spend about $32 
million, or 75 per cent of cap¬ 
ital expenditures, on “en¬ 
vironmental improvements.” 

Taylor said Environment 
Canada regulations for safe 
“in-plant”asbestos levels 
specify two fibres per cubic 
centimetre at point of emis¬ 
sion. 

The provincial mines min¬ 
istry’s in-plant regulations 
are five fibres per cc. with two 
fibres per cc as a “possible 
future guideline.” 

The provincial control 
board does not have any regu¬ 
lations governing the out- 
plant levels of asbestos for 
humans, he said, and the pol¬ 
lution control hearings into 
the operations of the mining 
industry, now under way in 
Victoria, may establish such 
regulations, Taylor said.

But other sources indicated that Bawlf succeeded in 
securing federal help for his Inner Harbor improve¬ 
ment plans. 

Work on the improvements is to begin soon and 
completion is scheduled for next summer. 

Projects to be tackled are the relocation of the Coho 
ferry to the other side of the Inner Harbor, demolition 
of the old service station and the Black Ball terminal 
buildings, extension of the lower causeway promen¬ 
ade past the Black Ball site, and construction of a new 
boat basin below the former Reid site on Wharf 
providing moorage for between 50 and 100 re¬ 
creational vessels as well as fishing boats. 

When Bawlf announced the facelift plans last No¬ 
vember, he said he would try to get federal funds for 
the projects. At the time, he spoke in terms of 30 per 
cent federal contribution for the program estimated 
to cost a total of $1.5 million.

There was 
valid but irrelevant evidence against jail procedure, he 
said, but the evidence must, be considered In light of sec¬ 
tions 25 and 34 of the Canadian Criminal Code. 

Section 25 deals with the protection of persons acting 
under authority and Owen-Flood noted the section stal¬ 
ed: “Every one who is required or authorized by law 
to do anything in the administration or enforcement of 
the law ... is, if he acts on reasonable and probable 
grounds, justified in doing what he is required or author 


ized to do and In using as much force as is necessary 
for that purpose." 

Section 34 deals with self-defence in case of aggression. 

Owen-Flood said there were two versions of evidence. 
"Mair’s and Saxon's. 

He said Mair’s version, basically, was that he was in 
his cell, had taken off his shirt and was lying down 
when Saxon walked down in front of Mair’s cell following 
an obscene remark and said, “Whatdid you say, man?” 

Mair then stood up and said, “Nothing," at which 
Saxon then ordered another guard to “Crack 12,” went in 
and viciously hit Mair. 

Saxon's version, Owen-Flood said, was that he was 
ordered to take Mair to segregation, went in front of the 
cell gate, Mair said, "What are you doing?” to which 
Saxon said they were going to the isolation unit and Mair 
replied. “No way.” 

The door then opened, Saxon said, “Come on, we’re 
going,” Mair again said “No way,” and Saxon went to 
grab Mair by a shoulder. 

Mair then took two swings at Saxon, who returned a 
punch to the chest area.

First night meeting 
was no great crush

Victoria city council is try¬ 
ing hard to Involve the public 
in its deliberations, but the 
people aren't exactly beating 
a path to the doors of city 
hall. 

Bowing to pressure from 
newly-elected aldermen 
Robin Blencoe and William 
McElroy. city council held Us 
first night meeting in recent 
history Thursday and fewer 
people showed up to witness 
the event than usually attend 
afternoon meetings. 

There were 11 spectators, 
three of whom were eity em¬ 
ployees. Afternoon meetings 
are attended by an average of 
20 people. The Association of 
Women Electors, which re¬ 
ligiously attends council 
meetings, had no representa¬ 
tive there. 

Notwithstanding the poor 
outcome of the first move to 
make "council more access¬ 
ible to the public,” the aider- 
men introduced another 
change. 

Council voted in favor of 
regular question periods to be 
held following the council 
meetings. 

The proposal started out as 
a detailed motion containing 
six clauses. They required 
that persons asking questions 
be residents of Victoria, that 
questions be related to muni¬ 
cipal affairs and to topics not 
usually touched upon by the 
staff on a daily basis. 

The proposal also said all 
questions should be asked 


through the chair and that no 
person be allowed more than 
one question. 

For about 15 minutes, the 
aldermen criticized each of 
the clauses, made amend¬ 
ments to the motion, deleted 
clauses until, in the end, only 
two lines remained of the 
original motion. 

They read: “That a public 
question period of 20 minutes 
duration be instituted at the 
end of each regular council 
meeting.” That motion was 
passed. 

Since no future date for the 
inauguration of the question 
period was specified, it took 
effect immediately and sev¬ 
eral persons came forward to 
ask questions. 

Joe Richards, unsuccessful 
contender of numerous elec¬ 
tions. was among the first. He 
wanted to know what the city 


was doing to help keep the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo 
Railway going. 

Mayor Michael Young told 
him that city council had 
passed a resolution at its last 
council meeting urging the 
provincial government to 
fight the decision by Canadi¬ 
an Pacific to end the rail 
service. 

Both Blencoe and McElroy 
said after the meeting they 
were a little disappointed by 
the poor turnout, but Blencoe 
added that the city should 
have advertised the change. 

They said both the evening 
meetings and the question pe¬ 
riod should be “given a 
chance” before they’re dis¬ 
missed as failures. 

Only two evening meetings 
have been scheduled and it’s 
uncertain whether council 
will extend the experiment. 



Lite’s on again 


Production of a new Special Lite low-calo 
rie beer resumed Thursday at Labatt 
Breweries Victoria plant one day after the 
Federal Court of Canada ruled that the new 
product did not contravene regulations of 
the Food and Drug Act. 

“We are operating at full capacity,” the 
company’s Vancouver Island general man¬ 
ager Robert Mussett of Victoria said in an 
interview. 

The court ruled that Lite beer was not 
likely to be mistaken for “light beer,” as 
described in the federal regulations. 

Special Lite is four per cent alcohol and 
the law says a light beer can be no more 
than 2.5 per cent alcohol. 

The federal consumer and corporate af¬ 
fairs department embargoed the beer Dec. 
16, one day after it had gone on sale. 


The embargo was eventually lifted and 
Labatt’s was allowed to sell 60.000 dozen 
bottles already bottled but production at the 
Victoria plant was halted until the outcome 
of a court case on the question. 

Mussett said the 100 employees at the 
Victoria plant would be producing 25,000 
dozen bottles a day now the plant had re¬ 
sumed full production. It was too early to 
say if there would soon be any increase in 
staff, he said. 

The new product is being bottled only in 
Victoria and at one of the company's On¬ 
tario plants. 

Robert Binnendyk, the brewery's B.C. di¬ 
vision vice-president and general manager, 
said public reaction to the new product had 
exceeded expectations and “we are con¬ 
sidering increasing production " 


Saanich CUPE: 
Why layoffs? 


Angry Canadian Union of Public Employees Union 
workers in Saanich are demanding an explanation as to 
why II of their members are being laid off three days after 
council’s works committee endorsed a $200,000 program 
aimed at preventing layoffs. 

The men being laid off Friday for an indefinite peri¬ 
od are employed in shops at the works yard on McKen¬ 
zie Avenue. 

The committee agreed Tuesday to recommend to council 
essential installations in the water system at a cost of 
$200,000 after being told that men were available to do the 
work and if authority was not given for the money to be 
spent layoffs would occur. 

Last February, the department was forced to layoff 
about 15 employees when council refused to authorize 
major capital works projects until budget sessions were 
completed. 

One unnamed employee who contacted the Colonist 
said he was “horrified" to read a press report saying 
there would likely be no repetition of last year’s layoffs. 

He suggested the committee had been “misled" into 
voting for the $200,000 expenditure “because it was known 
earlier in the week that layoffs would be occurring." 

Local 374 president Larry Newman said the layoffs 
were discussed at a union meeting Wednesday and fur¬ 
ther talks were slated Friday with municipal admin¬ 
istrator William Tremayne. 

Maureen Nuttall, first vice-president of the local, said 
she was not sure how many of the workers were perman¬ 
ent employees "but I understand we are losing a shop 
steward. 

It is understood about eight of the workers being laid 
off have been with the municipality about six months, 
but according to one of the workers, they were not hired 
as temporary or seasonal help. 

Committee chairman Aid. Howard Sturrock said Thurs¬ 
day he was aware layoffs were planned but was not 
sure of the number of workers involved. "I believe they 
are all men hired in the last 12 months.”

situation, near-riot going on.” But if his client was bent on 
an illegal attack, he said, he would not have gone to Mair’s 
cell with three or four other guards. 

Owen-Flood said Mair was a man “capable of making 
most outrageous allegations” and asked if he had been ab¬ 
solutely frank and honest with the court in his testimony. 

“It is open for you to wonder. . . whether Mair was 
completely candid in his testimony," Owen-Flood suggest¬ 
ed. 

“There are only two views possible in this case,” he con¬ 
tinued. “Mair was the victim of a vicious assault and, if so. 
everybody from the director (of Wilkinson Road jail) down 
has engaged in a vicious criminal conspiracy to pro' ' 
Saxon and should be charged with perjury. 

“Or, it was an unfounded, malicious complaint.” 

He asked Ostler to consider if what Saxon did was reason 
able under conditions that night. He said prison stall 
was on the spot dealing with an ugly situation without time 
*to reflect. 

Crown counsel Robert Mulligan opened his remarks by 
calling it a “sad case of a peace officer assaulting a 
person under his care and control in an unjustified man 
ner.” 

He said the evidence clearly established Saxon struck 
Mair in the Jaw without any legal justification. 

Making general comments on witness credibility, Mulli 
gan said crown witnesses, including three prisoners, told 
the truth, submitted themselves to cross-examination and 
didn’t change their story or appear untruthful. 

All employees at the institution, Mulligan contended, 
gave indications of untruthfulness and their stories were 
inconsistent, not only with the prisoners’ testimony, but with 
each other’s. 

“They may have been testifying ... to protect a friend,” 
Mulligan said. “The motive is . . . contemptible.” 

He said the evidence was clear that Mair suffered a 
broken jaw, that it occurred in cell 12 and that the fracture 
was inflicted by Saxon. 

Mulligan pointed out that Saxon did not say he brut 
Mair’s jaw in self defence but that Mair broke his 
the cell door accidentally. That. Mulligan suggested, *«- 
true defence put forward by Saxon. 

Going over the testimony, Mulligan noted that Saxon . 
first written report on the incident said, “I rushed him 
and put a headlock on him” with no mention of a punch. 
Later evidence showed that one punch to the chest was 
the controlling element. Mulligan observed. 

In Saxon’s second statement. Mulligan noted, the guard 
said he protected himself from two swings by Mair 
by blocking the blows with his arms and he threw one punch 
in return. 

Mulligan said in conclusion that “the rule of law is what 
prevails here, not the rule of man.” 

Ostler began his judgment by calling it a “difficult and 
painful case but one of public importance.” 

He said that on the one hand, the inmate was subject 
to rules and regulations of the institution but was also enti¬ 
tled to the protection of the law and. on the other hand? 
the guard was entitled to discipline the inmate but under 
the duty to use only such force as reasonable and nec¬ 
essary. 

He noted that Saxon was a guard of “high reputation, 
good record and exemplary character” and that both the 
guard and the inmate in this case had a good relationship 
before the incident. 

In reviewing the evidence. Ostler said there was a dis¬ 
turbance at the jail July 9 started by a grass fire in the 
exercise yard. He said inmates were ordered into the 
main building for general lockup and that off-duty per¬ 
sonnel were called in for the emergency situation caused 
when some inmates were reluctant to go into their cells. 
A disturbance also took place in the east wing dayroom, 
Ostler said, but when Saxon arrived, the situation was 
substantially under control. 

Saxon’s purpose for going into Mair’s cell was an im¬ 
portant factor in the case, Ostler stated. While the pro¬ 
secution claimed an outrageous remark was made con¬ 
cerning Saxon's wife and the guard went into the cell to 
punish Mair or to exact retribution for the remarks, the 
defence said the reason Saxon went was to carry out orders 
to convey Mair to segregation. 

“I take the view Saxon was following orders in going to 
Mair’s cell to take him to isolation and not to settle a 
score with him,” Ostler ruled. 

He said the evidence was clear Saxon struck Mair. 
However, it was unclear where the blow landed. The 
judge said Mair appeared to be an honest witness. 

There was some doubt when and how the injury took place 
but there was no doubt Mair felt the injury took place on 
the blow from Saxon. Mair was partially unconscious fol¬ 
lowing the blow. Ostler said, and had no recollection of 
striking the cell door. There was a large body of evidence 
the blow was struck with reasonable apprehension that 
Mair intended to strike Saxon 
Osiler said Saxon had plentiful help available to him in 
the backup guards and noted Saxon violently thrust Mair 
through door. The blow by Saxon stopped Mair, Ostler 
said, and no further resistance was met by the guard. 

The judge said in view of the nature of the charge, it 
was of the utmost importance the case received the fullest 
public airing, “as it has done.” 

Following the decision, Owen-Flood applied for a dis 
charge. Ostler denied the application on grounds it was 
contrary to public interest. 

“1 am very sorry for this man,” Ostler said. 

After learning of the judgment, acting-director Harry 
Bacon of Wilkinson Road jail said he “really can’t make a 
comment." 

Bacon said any question of disciplinary action against 
Saxon would have to come from the corrections branch 
and would become an internal matter.

Broncos. "It’s probably some 
kook looking for publicity.” 

Meanwhile, as Super Bowl 
visitors began swelling this 
famed Mississippi River 
City’s population. Denver 
and Dallas players zeroed in 
on the big game. Both clubs 
seemed anxious to get on with 
their confrontation and were 
starting to snipe as the count¬ 
down began.

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IF THE WEATHER holds as It was Wednesday and 
Thursday, this weekend should see optimum steelheading 
conditions In most Vancouver Island rivers. 

At Campbell River Thursday the rivers were still low, 
but the snow was melting and the rivers were rising. That 
combination of rivers rising after a cold spell is what 
brings the steelhead Into the rivers. Enough snow had 
melted to make for improving access along the rivers. 

On the Big Qualicum more than 100 steelhead have been 
counted through the hatchery fence this season and anglers 
have been catching a few each day right in front of 
the project camp. On Thursday there were eight or nine 
inches of snow still on the ground, but the upstream portions 
of the river were walkable and there should be steelhead 
there for the taking. Similar conditions existed on the Little 
Qualicum and Englishman Rivers. 

The Cowichan was in “perfect” shape for steelheading 
Thursday and anglers were catching fish almost anywhere.

SALMON ANGLERS have been getting plenty of winter 
Chinooks when they can get on the water and they have 
also been getting lots of grilse, some under-sized and 
aome legal (12-inch) size. 

When he can get on the water John Ebert has been picking 
up Chinooks in the teens at Campbell River on surface 
trolled bucktail files. 

Anglers trolling off the log booms In Chemalnus Harbor 
have been getting winter Chinooks and so have trailers 
under the power line in Sansum Narrows, north. 

Moochers and drift fishermen have been getting them off 
Bold Bluff. 

Deep Cove and Sidney waters have been producing. 

In Saanich Inlet there are lots of small fish, but take 
along a ruler. There have been some bigger Chinooks in 
the five to seven^pound class, but they have been few and 
far between. 

Off the Victoria waterfront fishing has slowed some¬ 
what, probably because of the weather, but there are 
still lots of Chinooks there and an abundance of grilse, 
some keeper size and some throwbacks. 

Pedder Bay, Becher Bay and Secretary Island waters are 
producing Chinooks. 

Sports anglers have expressed concern about commercial 
trailers they see fishing Constance Banks with poles down 
and pigs out the stern. The commercial fishing season is 
closed, but the commercial boats are allowed to fish the 
same as sports boats, without power gurdles and with one 
lure to a line. 

Federal fisheries check these boats and they must either 
have the wire line stripped off their power gurdies, or if they 
wish federal fisheries officers will seal their gurdies, so they 
don’t have to strip them. Commercial fishermen who wish 
seals put on need only phone the fisheries at 388-3252 and 
they will go to the docks and seal them.

Leaders picked 
for World Cup 

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — 

Argentina, West Germany, 

Brazil and the Netherlands 
officially were chosen Thurs¬ 
day as group leaders for 
first-round matches of the 
1978 World Cup soccer play¬ 
offs. 

The announcement was 
made by Rene Courte of 
France, press chief of the 
International Federation of 
Football Associations after a 
five-hour meeting of the fed¬ 
eration's organizing commit¬ 
tee. 

Soccer officials and federa¬ 
tion representatives of the 16 
national teams that will com¬ 
pete In Argentina starting 
June 1 were in Buenos Aires 
for today's draw to determine 
which teams will play in 
which four groups. 

Italy had been battling be¬ 
hind the scenes for the lead¬ 
ership of Group Four, but 
Teofilo Salinas Fuller, presi¬ 
dent of the South American 
Football Federation, said 
that Italy agreed at the meet¬ 
ing to let the Netherlands 
lead the group on a guarantee 
that Italy would play in 
Group One, headed by Argen¬ 
tina. 

Courte confirmed the com 
promise agreement, saying it 
had been based on “sporting 
and economic points of 
view.” 


WHA steps up 'war’ 
for top junior grads 
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Walker upset 


Argentine soccer officials 
had sought a top seeding for 
Italy because of that team's 
drawing power in Argentina, 
which has a large number of 
Italian immigrants and de¬ 
scends its. 

Buenos Aires Is the largest 
of the five cities where the 
first-round playoffs will be 
held and will attract the most 
fans. 

A four-year-old boy will be 
the key figure in today’s 
draw. 

Ricardo Teizelra, grandson 
of Joao Havelanoe, the presi¬ 
dent of the International 
Football Federation (FINA) 
will draw the slips to deter¬ 
mine in which of four groups 
12 of the 16 countries will play 
the first round of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

The draw will be held under 
strict security at the San 
Martin cultural centre. Po¬ 
lice and security forces have 
mounted a strict security op¬ 
eration in and around the 
centre. Uniformed and plain¬ 
clothes policemen as well as 
army troops in combat dress 
and with rifles and automatic 
weapons patrol the passages 
of the centre and its surroun- 
dingg streets.

credentials. 


HARTFORD. Conn. (CP) 
— The bitterness over last 
summer's abortive merger 
negotiations with the Nation¬ 
al Hockey League still lingers 
in the World Hockey Associa¬ 
tion, and the breach it left 
between the rival leagues Is 
widening. 

WHA president Howard 
Baldwin is seeking owner ap¬ 
proval of an immediate ju¬ 
nior amateur draft—months 
before the NHL holds its own 
draft—setting the stage for a 
battle this summer over 
young talent. 

The WHA also wants to 
continue its heavy commit¬ 
ment to international hockey, 
at least on the present scale 
of 41 games this season on 
three continents. 

There also are plans for 
adding two franchises in 
Japan, staffed by Japanese 
and Canadian players, when 
and if a new rink is built In 
Tokyo. , 

The WHA got lost In last 
season's junior draft because 
It was so Involved in the 
merger talks. When the 
NHL’s board of governors 
would not give the needed 
unanimous consent for such a 
move, the WHA had to pull 
itself together quickly to sur¬ 
vive as an eight-team league. 

Baldwin, managing gener¬ 
al partner of New England 
Whalers, expressed strong 
feelings about relations with 
the NHL, including the sug¬ 
gestion that It would be better 
f«r the WHA to hold a joint 
junior draft with the senior 
league. 

“I don't really care what 
the NHL does," Baldwin said. 

“We kind of hung around 
and waited for the NHL last 
summer and we ended up not 
signing any juniors. We’re 
not going to wait this year.” 

There was a brief news con¬ 
ference before the Soviet na 
tional team upended the 
Whalers 7-4 Wednesday 
night, winding up its six- 
game WHA tour with five 
wins and a 5-3 loss to Winni¬ 
peg Jets. 

When Baldwin waded 
through his prepared state¬ 
ment, it sounded as though he 
was declaring “war" on the 
NHL again In the battle for 
player talent. 

But Baldwin wouldn’t be 
pinned down on his remarks. 
“You have to Interpret them. 
I can only make them . . . 
they’re pretty straightfor¬ 
ward I think." 

What Baldwin, In effect, 
was telling the NHL is that 
the WHA under his steward¬ 
ship this season has become 
more stable despite several 
franchises still in financial 
trouble. There have been 
newer legal battles or owner 
arguments. 

“But we are not so naive as 
to think that we are not with¬ 
out many problems.” Bald¬ 
win said. 

The only route for profes¬ 
sional hockey to prosper is 
merger, he said, but he con¬ 
ceded that this is not possible 
now. 

“There Is no question that 
it is in the best interest of 
professional hockey to have 
one league. It Is illogical for 
two professional leagues with 
the same goals to be knocking 
heads at every front, not only 
for players but also for televi¬ 
sion and for international 
hockey. 

“The owners of these 
teams in both leagues must 


realize that our sport Is far 
behind the others and that we 
must be more aggressive and 
progressive if we are to sur¬ 
vive.” 

Then in an indirect warning 
to the NHL, Baldwin said the 
WHA “will not and cannot go 
through another summer like 
the last one.” 

“We must push ahead at 
this time and become far 
more aggressive In the areas 
of player signings and we 
must remain in the forefront 
in regards to international 
hockey. It is essential that 
this league keep injecting it¬ 
self with young stars....” 

With board chairman Ben 
Hatskin of Winnipeg by his 
side, Baldwin said he was 
recommending that the 
board of trustees hold an im¬ 
mediate junior draft on eligi¬ 
ble players and “we each 


commit to sign at least three 
players of top calibre.” 

Baldwin and Hatskin both 
said there would be no 
snatching of under-age play¬ 
ers as was the case in Bir- 
minoham when owner John 
Bassett of Toronto signed 18- 
year-old Ken Linseman to a 
contract with the Bulls. 

Under Baldwin's plan, 
there would be three rounds 
of juniors to be drafted by the 
WHA, or 24 players. 

With senior officials of the 
Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association in the audience. 
Baldwin said the WHA would 
not violate Its agreement 
with the CAHA and the 
American Hockey Associa¬ 
tion of the United States on 
under-age juniors. 

“If we sign a player, that 
player must fulfill his junior 
eligibility. I’U be very sur¬ 
prised if by next July we have 


not made a dramatic impact 
on the signing of potentially 
good young players for our 
league.” 

That would mean players 
would be drafted only in their 
20th year. Hatskin said the 
league would forfeit a $160,- 
000 bond if it drafted 18-year- 
olds. 

Meanwhile, outside of the 
occasional meeting with an 
NHL owner on a one-to-one 
basis, there hasn't been even 
a glimmer in the embers of 
the merger blow-up. 

“There’s nothing right 
now,” Baldwin said. “We’re 
just concentrating on build¬ 
ing a good league. That’s 
what we tried to do this year 
and I think we succeeded.” 

We're going to continue to 
do that. Whatever the bypro¬ 
ducts of that might be is 
something that you can't de¬ 
termine now.”

Thornber joined the ferry 
fleet jn 1063 and became busi¬ 
ness agent for the unlicensed 
officers in the marine ser¬ 
vices component in 1966.

Under the guidance of men 


like Thomber and Homett. it 
took on the appearance of a 
bona fide union within the as¬ 
sociation. It continued to call 
most of its own shots even 
after the association had been 
shaped into a strong union. 

Thomber and Homett were 
at the helm when the ferry 
workers conducted their first 
major strike in early 1968. 

After last July's election 
Thomber voiced fear that the 
new leadership didn't have 
the necessary know-how and 
was probably headed for a 
confrontation with the ferry 
corporation.

cial said Thursday 

The official said from 
Cleveland that the company 
decided to join the consor¬ 
tium afterit learned that Ki 
timat sponsors planned to 
reactivate their application 
before the National Energy 
Board of Canada 

The Kitimat Oil Coalition — 
a group of organizations op 
posed to an oil superport on 
the central B.C. coast — sent 
telegrams Thursday to feder 
al cabinet ministers opposing 
thr new bid to build the facili¬ 
ty 

The wires, to Fisheries 
Minister Romeo LeBlane. 
Transport Minister Otto 
Lang, Justice Minister Ron

for rejection of the renewed 
application by Kitimat Pipe 
Line Ltd. to the National Kn 
ergy Board for a permit for 
its $750-million plan for an oil 
superport and 750 miles of 
pipeline, deferred by the 
board at the consortium's re¬ 
quest pending the outcome of 
another pipeline proposal. 

But that proposal, a plan by 
Trans Mountain Pipeline Ltd. 
to reverse the flow of a pipe 
line in Washington slate, was 
effectively killed by new U.S. 
marine protection measures, 
and Kitimat reactivated its 
proposal this week 

The wires sent by the coali¬ 
tion said evidence before the 
inquiry by Dr. Andrew 
Thompson demonstrated 
there was no compelling need 
in Canada or in the Uniled 
States for the project. 

The coalition said the in¬ 
volvement of Sohio as a new 
partner was based on the big 
U.S. firm's need to dispose of 
surplus Alaska oil, no’1 to 


meet any shortage facing thr 
consumer. y 

Sohio is also sponsoring an 
other Alaskan oil pipeline 
project, estimated to cost 
$500 million. That project, 
now awaiting final approval 
from California and some 
federal agencies, calls for 
landing of oil by tankers at a 
California port, and eonver 
sion of a natural gas pipeline 
to Texas. 

The Sohio official said the 
two pipeline projects would 
serve different markets, and 
said there would be enough 
Alaskan oil for both.

An “infant with croup” 
would be in health danger 
from emissions from the pro¬

Victoria. 

The proposed Hat Creek 
generating plant is in the 
Kamloops district. 

Maurice Favell. manager 
of Hydro's thermal division, 
said operations of the pro¬ 
posed plant could be "consis¬ 
tent” with sound environmen¬ 
tal management. 

Favell was speaking at the 
third day of a provincial in¬ 
quiry into the mining, mine¬ 
milling and smelting indus¬ 
tries of B.C., chaired by 
Edwin Vernon, associate dep¬ 
uty minister of conservation. 

The purpose of the inquiry 
is to see if present pollution- 
control standards for the in¬ 
dustry are up to date 

Favell said "meteorologi¬ 
cal control" of sulphur diox¬ 
ide emissions over 2.5 parts 
per million would be required 
"only 1H to 314 per cent of the 
time." 

Sulphur dioxide is a toxic 
byproduct of the coal-burn- 
ing process. 

Favell said pollution con¬ 
trol objectives should be 
amended to allow for the de¬ 
velopment of coal-fired plants 
in the province. 

Favell also said that "inad¬ 
equate data" on pollutants 
could "lead to stringent reg¬ 
ulations and guidelines re¬ 
sulting In an unnecessarily 
high burden of expense to 
society.” 

Environmentalists say a 2. 
000-megawatt coal-burning 
plant would produce 210 
pounds per minute of nitro¬ 
gen oxides. 

A spokesman for the Cana¬ 
dian Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsibility said Thursday 
that coal-fired plants could 
produce radiation from decay 
products of uranium con¬ 
tained in coal. 

Therewasa "strong bodyof 
evidence" that suggested 
there was no acceptable level 
of radiation contamination, 
Bob Nixon of Victoria said on 
behalf of the coalition.

A complete review of B.C.'s 
Constitution and Elections 
Act was launched Thursday 
by the provincial cabinet. 

Premier Bennett said the 
review would be conducted by 
Judge Lawrence Smith Eck- 
ardt of Vancouver, with his 
report to be presented to the 
ffovernment "as soon as pos- 
sible," 

The last review of election 
boundaries was conducted in 
1975 by the Norris commis¬ 
sion, but its recommends 
tions were not implemented 
by the then-NDP government 

Bennett said the Eckardt 
commission would have much 
wider terms of reference than 
the Norris commission, "al¬ 
though I anticipate the Norris 
report will provide* base for 
this review.” 

The commissioner has been 
given six objectives by the 
cabinet. 

• To secure, by whatever 
redefinition of electoral dis¬ 
tricts Is required, proper and 
effective representation for 
all parts of the province. 

• To consider alternative 
methods of voting. 

• To consider eligibility re¬ 
quirements for provincial 
voters. 

• To consider guidelines 
regarding the collection and 
expenditure of funds for pro¬ 
vincial elections. 

• To consider the possibili¬ 
ty of Income tax refunds for 
contributions made to provin¬ 
cial political parties. 

• To make recommends 
tions regarding the official 
designation of political par 
ties for the purpose of status 
in the Legislature. 

The premier was reluctant 
to add anything to the official 
terms of reference. He said he 
did not wish to prejudice in 
any way the commissioner's 
work.

Vander Zalm also said a 
team of auditors was check 
ing for possible accounting 
and policy problems in all 
agencies employed by human 
resources, and in all ministry 
offices throughout the pro 
vipce. 

He said it was possible a 
number of societies and min¬ 
istry offices had strayed from 
provincial policy and ac 
counting guidelines. 

"I don't doubt that our 
audit team will find other so¬ 
cieties lacking accountabili¬ 
ty,” he said.

New standards 
for university? 


Petch defends 
tax-exempt 
status of UVic 


The provincial government 
is moving toward setting up a 
program to standardize re¬ 
quirements for admission to 
university, Education Minis¬ 
ter Pat McGeer said Thurs¬ 
day. 

McGeer said that up to 
now, B.C. universities hadn't 
had tough enough admission 
standards. 

The minister said all the 
best universities in North 
America held their own ad¬ 
mission examinations, but 
B.C. universities hadn't been 
doing that. 

McGeer did not go Into any 
more detail about the govern¬ 
ment's plans, but said his 
ministry would be concen¬ 
trating on rectifying the situ¬ 
ation. 

He made his remarks after 
being asked to comment on 
Wednesday’s disclosure that 
an all-time high of 40 per cent 
of the University of British 
Columbia’s first-year Eng¬ 
lish students failed their 
Christmas examination. 

McGeer said he was not 
surprised by the failure rate, 
just disappointed. X. 

He said he felt that one of 
the reasons for the poor stu¬ 
dent performance was un¬ 
even entrance requirements. 

McGeeT explained that 
B.C. high schools didn't have 
standardized examinations; 
so that an A grade at one 
school might be equivalent to 
a C at another. Universities 
accepted students on the 
basis of those non-standar- 
dized marks. 

Standardized province¬ 
wide tests for Grade 12 stu¬ 
dents, known as departmen¬ 
tal exams, were abolished in 

1973. 

Christmas examinations in 
remedial English at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria this year 
showed the same results that 
they usually do — a 35 per 
cent failure rate. 

Dr. Victor Neufeldt. co-or¬ 
dinator of introductory Eng¬ 
lish courses at UVic, said the 
results this year showed no 
change from previous years, 
unlike the situation at UBC, 
where 10 per cent of the stu¬ 
dents failed the Christmas 
examination in English 100. 


up from 37 or 38 per cent in 
previous years. 

The two universities’ pro¬ 
grams could not be directly 
compared, Neufeldt said. At 
UVic, four introductory Eng¬ 
lish courses were offered. 
Students were put into the 
courses which best matched 
their abilities, as determined 
by an English placement test 
which they took before enter¬ 
ing the university. 

At UBC, on the other hand. 
English 100 was the only in¬ 
troductory English course of¬ 


fered. About 3,300 students 
sat for the Christmas exam. 

The only UVic course for 
which examination results 
are available at this time is 
English 009, remedial Eng¬ 
lish, a non-credit course 
which the lowest-scoring stu¬ 
dents on the English place¬ 
ment examination must take 
in the first term of their first 
year, Neufeldt said. 

Those who failed the course 
would have to re-register for 
it. and repeat it until they 
passed, Neufeldt said. 


Socreds’ paper 
called flackery 


Eileen Dailly (NDP-Bur- 
naby North) called Thursday 
for the end of publication of 
B.C. Government News. 

She called the latest edition 
of the government-published 
news sheet “the most blatant 
piece of political flackery 1 
have ever seen.” 

The publication first saw 
the light of day during the 
W.A.C. Bennett era. it was 
suspended briefly by the 
NDP after the 1972 election, 
but was later restored to 
grace. 

Under the NDP, the publi¬ 
cation was put out by three 
ex-newspapermen, John 
Twigg, John Mika and Peter 
Loudon. All three were politi¬ 
cal appointees by the NDP. 

Mrs. Dailly says their pub¬ 
lication was designed simply 
to inform the public about 
government programs. The 
publication published in full 
press releases prepared by 
government information offi¬ 
cers and generally run in the 
commercial press in shor¬ 
tened form. 

The publication never car- 
. ried the opposition point of 
view, and never published 
anything but government pol¬ 
icy. 

When Social Credit re¬ 
sumed power in 1975, the 
publication was again halted, 
then restored. It is prepared 
and published by Premier 


Bennett's press office staff 
members, John Amett and 
Dave Roach. 

As in the past, it publishes 
only government policy and 
only on rare occasions refers 
to the opposition. It never 
publishes official opposition 
statements. 

Mrs. Dailly said the Social 
Credit version was "a blatant 
misuse of funds.”

lawyer, said Wednesday that 
he had received instructions 
from McGeer to challenge 
the decision under the Judi¬ 
cial Review Procedures Act, 
which gives the court power 
to review rulings by bodies 
such as the board. 

Unfair labor practice 
charges were laid by the As¬ 
sociation of Commercial and 
Technical Employees, repre¬ 
senting faculty at the former 
Notre Dame University in 
Nelson. 

The charges were laid 
against McGeer. deputy edu¬ 
cation minister Walter Hard¬ 
wick, other ministry officials 
and some university adminis¬ 
trators, over remarks they 
made concerning the status 
of the faculty association. 

Their remarks suggested 
the future of post-secondary 
education at Nelson would be 
jeopardized by the continued 
presence of a unionized facul¬ 
ty association. 

Paul Weller, chairman of 
the labor relations board, 
ruled that McGeer had to an¬ 
swer to the union charges, 
despite the minister’s claim 
of parliamentary privilege. 

Weiler said the Constitution 
Act of B.C. gave privilege 
1 only to statements made in 
the Legislature. 


While sympathetic to the 
plight of municipal taxpay¬ 
ers, University of Victoria 
president Dr. Howard Petch 
says making the university 
pay taxes on its land would 
not be of long term benefit to 
the community. 

Petch was responding to 
remarks by Oak Bay Mayor 
Brian Smith who said this 
week that the university's tax 
-exempt status will cost tax 
payers of that municipality 
$116,000 in 1978. equivalent to 
6.7 per cent of the municipali 
ty's provisional budget 

"It's not as simple as it 
seems," Petch said Wednes¬ 
day. 

"We supply a tot of our own 
services, such as roads, and 
sewers within our own boun¬ 
daries," he said. In addition, 
it would be difficult to place a 
value on university buildings, 
which are specifically de¬ 
signed for teaching and re¬ 
search. 

The university has large 
holdings of vacant land 
around its campus, and its 
future as a major educational 
institution would be put in 
jeopardy if taxes had to be 
paid on that land, he added. 

“We have a lot more land 
than we need at the moment. 
Our board has been very far¬ 


sighted in acquiring enough 
land to last us for centuries — 
and universities typically last 
for centuries." 

“For instance, we are hold¬ 
ing land fora medical school. 

I don't know when we are 
going to build a medical 
school here, but there is a 
strong possibility that some 
day we will have one"^ 

If the universily.were 
forced to pay taxes on the 
land, it would have to sell off 
large portions of its holdings. 
Petch said. 

"Then society would have 
to buy back land, and the 
buildings on it. at far greater 
cost.” 

"Municipalities do face 
direct costs, however, and I 
feel that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment should provide a 
grant to offset those direct 
costs,” Petch said. 

On property such as the 
Central Building in downtown 
Victoria, which was willed to 
the university and on which 
no taxes are paid even though 
the property is leased to com¬ 
mercial firms, the situation is 
different. Petch said. 

“It is my personal feeling 
that on property like<Hhal. 
which is remote from the tmh 
versity and serving a func¬ 
tion other than teaching, 
taxes should be paid.”

Hugs cement family 


“Have you hugged your child 
today?” 

That’s the latest slogan In 
bumper stickers, and one of 
the activities advised by 
those who would strengthen 
and support the family. 

The Mormon Church, on 
the other hand, has another 
scheme which has been in 
operation for some years. 

“We ask people to set aside 
one night a week as family 
night,” explained Howard 
Biddulph, president of the 
Stake of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
University of Victoria politi¬ 
cal science professor, mem¬ 
ber of the B.C. Council for the 
Family, husband and father 
of five. 

On that night the family 
should plan to be together, 
either at home or in some 
mutually satisfying activity. 

“This has been going on so 
long that we are now seeing 
an entire generation that has 
grown up with this family 
evening, and it really works 
in terms of strengthening the 
family.” Biddulph said. 

“It has. 1 think, a definite 
impact, and once you man¬ 
age to establish a successful 
family, it has a tendency to 
perpetuate Itself into the next 
generation.” On the other 
hand, children who grow up 
without a successful family 
have less chance of establish¬ 
ing their own families, or of 
knowing how to act within a 
family. 

Meanwhile, centres such as 
the Pacific Centre for Human 
Development, and individual 
counsellors are setting up 
programs where family skills 
can be learned. 

“We like to set up work 
shops that aren’t threaten 
ing.” said centre director. 
Tom Garfat. 

“We have workshop pro¬ 
grams where people can 
come for discussion and edu 
cation, but which aren't set 
up to solve individual - pro¬ 
grams. We try to separate 
our crisis intervention coun¬ 
selling from these education¬ 
al workshops, because the 
two things are separate, and 
if we can have more educa¬ 
tion; we might avoid some 
crises." 

But some families have 
less esoteric needs. 

Money, or rather the lack 
of it. or the necessity of striv¬ 
ing for it, is destroying the 
home. 

“It seems to me that the 
most practical way I can 
think of to support the family 
is to provide proper child 
care outside the home, and 
adequate income support.” 
said psychologist and coun¬ 
sellor Barbara Pendcrgast. 

The single parent, in par 
titular, needs such support, 
she said. 

“I’m not talking about ba¬ 
bysitting services, but about 
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More quality day care centres are needed 


proper child care while the 
parent is at work. 

At the moment, day-care 
centres are few and far be 
tween, and at best operate 
only during the so-called nor¬ 
mal working hours, and for 
pre-school youngsters. The 
parent who does shift work, 
or the parent of school-age 
children who need care at odd 
hours is out of luck. 

Such parents may be fortu¬ 
nate enough to have relatives 
available to help out, or be 
able to afford a homemaker if 
they can find one who will 
be satisfactory. 

Such day care, noted Mrs. 
Pendergast, is essential for 
single parents, and almost as 
necessary for mothers who 
are able to stay home and let 
the other parent act as 
breadwinner. 

“So many families live out 
in the suburbs with the father 
.commuting to work, and 
leaving the mother a virtual 
prisoner in the house locked 
up with the children for 2t 
hours a day. 

“This is not good for the 
mother, who can have no out¬ 
side interests or stimulation, 
nor for the children who'lack 
the stimulation of children 
their ow n age. , 

“You reach a situation 
where the mother has to try 
to play like a child with her 
children, or where the child 
has to act as an adult. Every¬ 
one needs others of their own 
age group if they are to 
grow.” 

The single parent is under 
extreme pressure, not only 
because of the physical prob¬ 
lems of coping with work out¬ 
side the home and in the 
home, but because of the 
emotional exhaustion that 
comes through nurturing 
children without support 
from another caring individu¬ 
al 

“Our society today is a 
socio-econontic society that 
is destroying people and the 
social fabric.” commented a 
Victoria social worker. 


“People are helpless, and 
they sink into drug or alcohol 
abuse or forms of behavior 
they would normally shun. 

“Eventually they collapse 
under the strain, and the so¬ 
ciety that would not support 
the foundering family, has to 
pay dearly. The parent goes 
into the Eric Martin Institute 
at almost $140 a day, and the 
children are put into foster 
homes where society contri¬ 
butes more cash towards 
their welfare than the parent 
was allowed to receive.” 

Support for families can 
come from other than official 
government or social pro¬ 
grams, however. 

Mrs. Pendergast noted that 
the nuclear family is under 
pressure partly because of its 
isolation. In the extended 
family, there were always 
aunts and uncles, cousins and 
grandparents in the offing 
providing emotional support 
and relief, while members of 
a nuclear family have only 
themselves to depend upon.

TORONTO (CP) — A p rtb 
fessor in the department of 
nutrition and food science at 
the University of Toronto 
said this week that recent 
warnings of contaminants in 
mother’s breast milk are 
“misleading and offer no 
alternatives.’’

HAMILTON (CP) — Alert 
ing teachers and nurses to the 
subtle signs of child abuse is 
a key step to identifying and 
treating the problem, a se¬ 
minar on child abuse was

Joan Rogers, co-ordinator 
of family services for the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Chil¬ 
drens Aid Society, said on<( 
of the major problems is 
identifying child abuse at its 
early stages. 

"Emotional maltreatment 
and neglect are aspects of 
abuse, other fhan physical 
beatings, and are more diffi¬ 
cult to prove,” said Miss 
Rogers, one of seven mem¬ 
bers of a management team 
formed about a year ago 


“There is a lot more scien¬ 
tific data available on the 
amount of PCBs (polycti 
lorinated biphenyls) and 
DDT in breast milk but that 
program interpreted the data 
they collected and presented 
it as though an infant would 
continue to consume those 
high levels of PCBs and con¬ 
taminants forever," he said. 

Dr. Anderson said that type 
of program leaves expectant 
mothers and new mothers 
who are breast feeding their 
babies afraid. 

“All the efforts that nutri¬ 
tionists have gone through lo 
educate (hem in proper infant 
feeding has been useless.” 

Concerning scare stories 
about some foods allegedly 
causing cancer, he said that 
cancer producing compo¬ 
nents in some foods “prob¬ 
ably existed 40 years ago, but 
we just weren’t looking for 
them.”

He (rained at the California 
State Polytechnic College in 
San Luis Obispo. California, 
taking a five-month shoeing 
course as part of a course in 
animal husbandry. Complete 
anatomy of the horse’s foot 
and leg. up to the knee, was 
covered — anatomy over the 
knee was considered the vet’a 
responsibility. 

After working for a time in 
California, he moved to Vic¬ 
toria, and during that time 
has shod everything from the 
Budweiser team to work 
oxen, and has trimmed not 
only all breeds of horses, but 
also deer at Beacon Hill Park 
and elephants from a circus 
visiting town! Fred’s prac¬ 
tice now covers all of Greater 
Victoria, including Sooke. 

Mike Coppinger has been 
shoeing horses in the Victoria 
area fulltime since 1959. hav¬ 
ing completed four years of 
apprenticeship with Roy 
Jewell at that time. Licensed 
also to gallop race horses at 
the track, Mike often gallops 
a few horses in the morning 
before beginning hit day’s 
work as a farrier. 

Since the age of six he has 
been around horses, and 
when he reached an age that 
he was expected to choose an 
apprenticeship, horseshoeing 
seemed a natural choice. 

Stanley Cosbum received 
his farrier training by work¬ 
ing under farriers and black¬ 
smiths in California, Phoe¬ 
nix, and Alberta before com¬ 
ing to Victoria. He has been 
shoeing in Victoria, Duncan, 
and Port Albemi fulltime for 
the past two years, having 
done shoeing previously on a 
part-time basis for several 
years. 

Growing up with horses, 
Stanley had a difficult time 
finding someone to shoe his 
horses, a problem which mo¬ 
tivated him to learn the trade 
for himself. In favor of hot 
shoeing, he has shod all 
breeds of horses, including a 
prize winning team of show 
hackneys, and the Belgian 
draft horses used by the log¬ 
ging company in Coombs. 

Phil Hind took his training 
from Dr. Elmer Seybolt, a 
farrier and veterinarian, in 
Mineral Wells. Texas. The 
course, which was held at Dr. 
Seybolt’s ranch, was an in¬ 
tense two- week course, the 
trainees working from 6 a.m. 
to 12 midnight, seven days a 
week. This was four years 
ago. Phil now maintains a 
part-time practice which 
takes him all over Victoria 
and up to Duncan. Having 
had his own horses for a long 
time, and enjoying handling 
them. Phil felt he would like 
to do something with horses; 
consequently he became a 
farrier

His farrier training took 
place ay'California State 
Polytecyttic College in San 
Luis Obikoth California; Roy 
has been (Awing horses in 
the Victoria wea since com¬ 
pleting the course in 195$. A 
great need for farriers in 
Victoria gave Roy the impe¬ 
tus to learn the horseshoeing 
trade. Training race horses is 
presently taking much of 
Roy’s time, however, making 
his horseshoeing less Of a full 
time activity. 

John McLean began horse¬ 
shoeing five years ago, after 
completing his training at the 
Dawson Creek Vocational 
School. The three-month-long 
course was taught by Garry 
Cooper, a former vet student 
from California, who decided 
to become a farrier. A liking 
for horses as well as a belief, 
shared by many horsemen, 
that if you don’t have feet you 
don’t have a horse, were be¬ 
hind John's decision to be¬ 
come a farrier.

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Ottawa drags heels, 
says women’s report 


Exxon accused 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 
progress report issued this 
week shows the federal gov¬ 
ernment has fully imple¬ 
mented less than half of the 
1970 recommendations of the 
royal commission on the sta¬ 
tus of women. 

Issued by the federal Advi¬ 
sory Council on the Status of 
Women, the report contains 
about 60 proposals It hopes 
the government will imple¬ 
ment before 1965 — the end of 
an international decade of the 
woman declared by the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

Yvette Rousseau, president 
of the four-year-old council. 
Established to advise the gov¬ 
ernment on sexual equality 
policy, told a news confer¬ 
ence that the proposals were 
"a realistic program." 

“Despite our successes, 
even if they were hard won, 
we have not yet won the 
fight," she said. 

A review of government 
action on the royal commis¬ 
sion recommendations shows 
the government has fully Im¬ 
plemented 52 of 122 propo¬ 
sals, partially adopted an¬ 


other 46, not implemented 22 
and made two not applicable. 

The 60 new proposals, em¬ 
bracing the Initial recom¬ 
mendations not yet adopted, 
range from removal of abor¬ 
tion from the Criminal Code 
to appointment of more 
women to corporate and 
political positions of power. 

Mrs. Rousseau commend¬ 


ed the government for setting 
up a human rights commis¬ 
sion, effective March 1, call¬ 
ing it "a milestone on the 
road to equality for women." 

Among other things, the 
human rights law bans dis¬ 
crimination on grounds of sex 
or marital status and pro¬ 
vides a structure to enforce 
equal pay for equal work. 


WASHINGTON <AP) — 
The department of ftiergy 
said this week that Exxon 
USA, largest petroleum pro¬ 
ducer in the United States, 
might have violated federal 
price ceilings and over¬ 
charged the public $183.3 mil¬ 
lion for crude oil. 

A spokesman for Exxon 
immediately denied both 
charge. 


The department said it is¬ 
sued a notice of probable vio¬ 
lation after an audit started 
when the department issued 
a similar notice involving al¬ 
leged overcharges of $70.8 
million last Dec. 27. 

Thus, Exxon Is suspected 
by the department of having 
overcharged almost a quar¬ 
ter of a billion dollars.

Bear Dr. llnMewn: I hare 
a grandson who will be 14 

years old soon. He was born 
with a dimple at the end of his 
spine. It is now a running 
cyst. I believe it is called a 
"pilonidal cyst." It has been 
running for about a year now. 
The dor-tor wants to wait a 
year before surgery Isn’t 
■ here danger in waiting? 
Could he get menigltis? What 
about another cyst forming 
after surgery ? — Mrs. V.R. 

A tiny dimplr. often barely 
noticeable, is the sign of a 
ongemul cyst (present at 
birth). The cause is a slight 
disturbance^ development 
of the spine area. It often 
goes unnoticed until early ad¬ 
olescence. when enlargement 
and drainage starts. An accu¬ 
mulation of hair usually de¬ 
velops with it. hence the 
name "pilonidal" which 
means hair nest 
The important considera 
non at this point is guarding 
against infection, which fre 
nuently occurs. Post-surgical 
recovery can be lengthy and 
uncomfortable, and perhaps 
the doctor wants to delay this 
for the convenience of the 
family and not to interfere 
with schooling 
The cyst must be kept co- 
vered and receive special at 
tention. But. while infection 
is possible, inflammation of 
(be spinal cord (meningitis) 
is a rare complication 
Surgery to remove the cyst 
is quite successful, with only 
a slight chance of its recur 
ring. 

Dear Dr. Thosleson: My 
husband had back surgery 
five years ago. He is 50. It left 
him disabled. He also has ter 
rifle distress (bloat! in his 
stomach, mostly after he 
rats.One of his doctors pre¬ 
scribed Valium. He is taking 
one or two a day. He claims 
he has to take these the rest 
of his life because his doctor 
told him so. In addition, he 
drinks four to five pots of 
coffee a day and smokes a 
pack of cigarettes. He has 
changed tremendously and I 
would like to know what he is 
doing to himself. — M.S. 


Valium is a good tranquili? 
rr and an excellent muscle 
relaxant. However, your hus¬ 
band is getting a lot of cofTee. 
The volume alone, not consi¬ 
dering the caffeine content, 
could cause bloating and 
make him tense and irritable 
The 20 cigarettes a day can 
be compounding his problem 
Cut his coffee down and try 
to get him interested in a 
hobby or some chore to keep 
busy. Continuous coffee 
drinking and cigarette smok 
mg are traits of the bored 
non busy person. Find a reha 
bilitation center nearby 
where he can learn how to 
adjust to his disability. 

Dear Dr. IhoMesaa: I read 
the warning signals for can¬ 
cer and one of them was 
change in bladder habits. 
Now I think I have a change 
One morning I didn't urinate 
very much when I got up. 
which I thought was strange 
Later in the day I did and had 
a normal full stream, but at 
the end there was a triekle for 
several seconds. 1 don’t re 
member this happening be 
fore. 

Is this anything I should 
check with my doctor? — Mr. 
C.L. 

Danger signals for cancer 
include changes in bowel or 
urination habits. If you no¬ 
ticed blood, it should be 
checked promptly. I think 
you ran dispel your fears 
about cancer unless some 
thing more dramatic than 
you describe appears. Sounds 
like your prostate may be 
acting up. If the episode is 
repeated you should see the 
doctor. Collect a urine speci 
men taken at the midpoint of 
urination for examination. 

Dear Dr. Thosleson: My 
arm pits itch frequently and 
severely at times. I use oint 
meats but it only relieves itch 
for a while. There is no visi¬ 
ble sign as a rash or change 
in color. I have discontinued 
all deodorants — Mr*. M.I. 

You do not mention a depil¬ 
atory or whether you shave 
your armpits. With no rash 1 
suspect subtle hair growth as 
the cause If you shave infre¬ 
quently itching can occur 
with hair regruwth.

TORONTO (CP) — A new 
fever detector able to indi¬ 
cate fever temperatures 
when pressed against a pa 
tient’s forehead will be avail 
able in Canada within two 
weeks, says a spokesman for 
(he Canadian distributor 
Clinitemp is a plastic strip 
about five centimetres long 
and contains thermochrnma 
tic liquid with which to tell 
temperature changes 
If the patient’s tempera 
ture is normal an N indicator 
lights up In shades of tan. 


green or blue after the strip 
has been applied to the fore 
head for about SO seconds. 

Tan indicates the lowest 
temperature in the normal 
range (35.5 to 3T.S degrees 
Celsius), green is medium 
and blue is the upper end of 
normal 

If the patient Is suffering 
from a fever, a I or 2 will llghi 
up in the same colors, with 
each color again signalling a 
different temperature 

Dr. Maxwell Axler. a To¬ 
ronto physician who has used 


Clinitemp, said he has 
checked the results sgalnst a 
conventional glass thermom 
eter and has found the device 


to be reasonably accurate.

Canada shuns U.S. tactics 


Smoking attack 
stays voluntary 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal 
health department officials 
said this week that Canada 
would continue to discourage 
smoking by the voluntary ap¬ 
proach. rather than through 
legislation. 

They were commenting on 
a new campaign launched 
earlier In the United States, 
which included possible in¬ 
creases in excise tax on ciga¬ 
rettes, a proposed ban on 
smoking in commercial air¬ 
craft, and smoking restric- 
tions in government 
buildings. 

A health department 
spokesman said here that dis¬ 
cussions with the tobacco in¬ 
dustry had produced volun¬ 
tary bans on smoking ads on 
television and radio; warning 
labels on cigarette packages, 
and lowering of nicotine and 
tar levels in cigarettes.

PARIS (Reuter) — The 
Gaullist party, strongest of 
the four parties in the gentre- 
right coalition that governs 
France, fell out with its part¬ 
ners Wednesday over how to 
fight the general election in 
March. 

In a move that transformed 
the French political scene, 
the Gaullists decided to go it 
alone on the first ballot of the 
two-stage election. 

The Gaullists will, how¬ 
ever, vote with the coalition 
on the decisive run-off ballot, 
under which the leading gov¬ 
ernment party candidate will 
be left a clear field against 
the left-wing opposition. 

The Gaullists were angered 
by a decision of their allies 
that in two thirds of the 491 
constituencies will force 
Gaullist candidates to oppose 
the first-round candidates of 
their allies as well as the 
challenge of the Socialists 
and Communists.

Garden Notes 
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Some year* ago, after considerable 
needling from my family, I bought a 
specimen of the French lilac "Belle de 
Nancy" and planted it In one corner of 
our backyard. ' 

My wife had seen It blooming In a 
public park and had fallen hard for its 
exquisite satiny pink flower trusses and 
its rich, old-fashioned lilac fragrance 

This trouble had me baffled. None of 
the usual pests or diseases would fit the 
symptoms, for it is most unusual to find 
only one single branch or shoot ailing on 
what is otherwise a perfectly healthy 
bush. 

I have seen 2,4-D-poisoning work in 
this fashion when some neighbor had 
been a bit careless while spraying 
weeds in his lawn. I suppose it Is the 
vagaries of the air currents which would 

The bush took hold and grew excep¬ 
tionally well, flowering somewhat spar¬ 
ingly in its third year, but thereafter 
was smothered in bloom every spring. 
In its fifth year, though. I noticed one 
portion of the shrub was beginning to 
look decidedly sick. 

The leaves on this portion were 
droopy and wilting and were of poor sire 
and color, in striking contrast to the 
healthy foliage on the rest of the plant.

cause the drifting weedkiller fumes to 
kill one branch and spare the rest. 

In this case, though, the sick leaves 
didn't show the characteristic curling 
and distortion of weedkiller poisoning, 
nor did they turn brown — they just 
looked ill and tired. 

I went over the foliage and terminal 
shoots with a magnifying glass looking 
for evidence of pests or disease, but I 
couldn’t detect any signs at all of either 
fungus infection or parasitic infestation. 

Figuring the cause of the trouble 
must be some kind of grub or Worm 
tunneling Into the affected stem. 1 
searched carefully for the entry hole 
and the "trass” — the sawdust and 
excreta from a wood-boring caterpillar. 
No hoe. No frass. No borer. 

I was Just about to give up and blame 
the mysterious trouble on atomic fall¬ 
out when I spotted the source of all the 
grief. 

There was a length of fine copper 
wire deeply imbedded in the bark of the 
affected shoot, gradually strangling 
that portion of the bush by cutting off 
the flow of sap through the cambian 
layer, just under the bark. 

It was the wire from the nursery¬ 
man's label. The label itself had long 
since come off or become lost, but the 
I 


wire remained, throttling the growth 
above It as the stem grew thicker over 
the years. 

A simple surgical operation severed 
and removed the offending wire, and the 
wound was sprayed and sealed with an 
aerosol of tree pruning paint. The sick 
branch picked up almost Immediately, 
and in Just a little over a month was as 
healthy as ever, but the experience 
taught me a most.valuable lesson 

Whenever I buy a woody tree, shrub 
or vine nowadays, the first thing I do is 
to find and remove the nurseryman’s 
label from any position where-it could 
possibly cause such strangulation, even 
in the remote future. 

This label — or a better one — can he 
attached to a stake supporting the new 
plant rather than to the plant itself. Or 
there are labels available made of 
weatherproof paper or plastic which 
can be looped around a branch and will 
stretch or break before constricting the 
branch; most progressive nurseries use 
something like this nowadays. 

Stake ties, too, should be put on 
loosely and examined regularly before 
any valued plant is garotted. Old nylon 
stockings make good and safe stake ties 
for newly planted trees.

Knowing your own strength is a fine 
thng. Recognizing your own weakness is 
even better. What is really bad, what 
hurts and finally defeats us, is mistak¬ 
ing a weakness for a strength. 

The reason that the seven sins are so 
deadly is that'they are mostly unknown 
to their possessors — and they are 
unknown because they are called by 
different names. 

The stubborn man imagines he Is 
resolute. The vacillating man supposes 
he is flexible. The envious man, the 
lustful man. the cold man — each trans¬ 
lates his defect into positive terms. (Ob¬ 
viously, I use the word “man” generi- 
cally here, including women, too.) 

John Calvin, for whose general views 
I do not have much admiration, was a 
great and purposeful man because he 
knew the best thing in the world to know 
about himself. 

"I have not so great a struggle with 
my vices, numerous as they are," he 
wrote, “as I have with my impatience. 


“You always were an odd 
one, Herbert," said his sister, 
Henrietta, with a sniff. "I 
suppose you’ve taken up 
some strange mystic religion 
like that of Mahatma 
Gandhi.” 

“Hell, no!” snapped 
Breem. “I just got sick and 
tired of reading In those dirty 
doctor columns that there’s 
no reason a man of 82 should 
give up sex. There is, too, by 
God!" 

“Please, Cramps." wailed 
little Nell, "tell us why." 

“Because I say It’s non¬ 
sense," bellowed Breem, 
“and I say the hell with it! ” 

In subsequent appearances 
on Face the Nation and Meet 
the Press, Breem espoused 
his heretical cause of sexual 
retirement to a dubious 
country. 

"When I was a lad,” he 
explained, “I voluntarily en¬ 
listed for sexual combat. For

A lesser man than Calvin would have 
persuaded himself that his “Impa¬ 
tience” was really the virtue of energy, 
efficiency, or zeal. Calvin, as a realist 
about human nature, did not attempt to 
fool himself. 

It is too often the trait we are prou¬ 
dest of, and feel the strongest in possess¬ 
ing, that is a greater defect than any 
“vice” we might admit to. I think of 
Bobby Kennedy, so proud of his ambi¬ 
tion, so ready to cut down anyone in his 
way, who might still be alive today if he 
had restrained himself a little in his 
precipitous leap toward the presidential 
primary. 

I think of Ernest Hemingway, swag¬ 
gering in his sense of false manliness, 
and finally blowing out his brains when 
the facade collapsed, as it was bound to 
do In time. What the facade collapsed, 
as it was bound to do In time. What he 


wrongly imagined to be a strength 
turned into megalomania and proved to 
be his fatal defect. How much more of 
his talent he might have given us — and 
how much more honestly — had he been 
able to accept a little more softness at 
the core of himself. 

All around us, we see people misin¬ 
terpreting and misusing their weak¬ 
nesses: the pleasure-bound think they 
have a “lust for life," the power-driven 
delude themselves that they are “natu¬ 
ral leaders.” the hard-of-heart call 
themselves “pragmatists,” and the 
smugly intolerant fancy that they are 
“high-principled.” 

Jesus Is recorded as preferring the 
company of the disreputable, the 
avowed sinners, the failures, because 
they at least did not fool themselves that 
their weaknesses were strengths. The 
only person in the New Testament ever 
promised eternal life was a self-con¬ 
fessed thief.

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Urbanites would like to see more chipmunks 

Wildlife need felt 
by urban families

ALBANY, N Y. — A surprising number 
of urban and suburban resident want chip¬ 
munks, rabbits, frogs, and even snakes 
"around home.” 

s “ 

This is one finding of a novel pilot survey 
of urban and suburban residents’ attitudes 
about wildlife. The survey was conducted 
for the New York State Department of En 
vironmental Observation by Cornell Univer¬ 
sity. 

A questionnaire was mailed to nearly 
1,000 people in Albany and four surrounding 
communities. Results are expected to help 
the department develop innovative wildlife 
awareness programs for city and subur 
ban dwellers, who make up 80 percent of 
New York state's residents. 

"The results of the survey indicate eon- 
siderableinterest by urban and suburban 
residents in observing wildlife," said Stu 
Free, chief of the department's Bureau of 
Wildlife. 

While the survey fdbnd robins were the 


most desirable "backyard wildlife neigh 
bors," some 61 percent of the people polled 
said they would like to see chipmunks 
"around home." About 12 percent wanted 
to see rabbits: 37 percent wanted to see 
frogs, and 15 percent of the respondents 
wanted to see snakes around home. 

The wildlife survey did not deal with 
pels or other “captive" animals. 

Other findings: 

• Twenty-eight percent of the survey 
respondents claimed that not enough wild¬ 
life was in their neighborhood to allow ade¬ 
quate opportunities to observe it. 

• Seventy-three percent of the respon¬ 
dents participated one or more days in 
wildlife-related activities — not Including 
hunting or fishing — from feeding birds to 
working in conservation or environmental 
programs. 

• Thirty-one percent of the respondents 
reported wildlife problems, most often de¬ 
scribed as nuisance problems rather than 
damage The most common solution the 
respondents rame up with was to fence 
out the offending animals such as raccoons.

NEW YORK, N Y. - It I* 
rare to encounter a singer 
who so indelibly leaves a 
mirk on a rolo it becomes 
their* forever. 


To find two such perfor¬ 
mances in a given week — or 
even in one day — at the 
Metropolitan Opera House is 
royal richness. And such was 
the case recently when the 
Met presented Jon Vickers as 
Peter Grimes and Renata 
Scotto as Madama Buttefly. 

The Met’s production of 
•Britten’s Peter Grimes — 
sets by Tanya Moisiewitsch. 
directed by the late Tyrone 
Guthrie — has always been 
one of their mast exciting. 
From its very beginning, the 
members of the chorus re¬ 
sponded to the demands of 
their major role with uneom 
mon commitment and dedi¬ 
cation. In the care instance 
that the cast changed from 
the first performance in 196f» 

— headed by Vickers. Lucine 
Amara. and Geraint Evans — 
it was from strength to 
strength. 

Through.it all has been 
Vickers' Grimes — always 
distinguished, now one of the 
most riveting examples of op- 
eratic acting to be found 
today. From the very outset, 
he established Grimes as a 
man apart from the Borough 

— the outcast, the misfit, the 
brute with a tender heart, 
stubborn pride, and fierce 


'Riveting acting example’ 
—role termed his forever 


temper. As the opera pro¬ 
gressed, he began to lose his 
grasp on reality as he disinte 
grated under the pressures of 
a closed society that wants 
him out. i 

Vickers fleshed out this in¬ 
exorable decay with uncom 
mon energy and control. By 
the time Grimes went mad. 
the audience had been put 
through a mighty emotional 
wringer: this Grimes was 
never hateful, always a fig¬ 
ure of high tragedy, and 
Vickers never let us forget it. 
And, of course Benjamin 
Britten’s opera remains his 
masterpiece, one of the great 
upora-as-theatre encounters 
of the century. 

The production around 
Vickers still had so much vi¬ 
tality one never loses sight of 
the context of the drama — 
the sea, and the Borough. The 
chorus has rarely sounded 
better, or acted with such 
unanimous conviction. The 
innumerable smaller roles 
were delicately handled. 

John Pritchard's debut 
conducting assignment was 
expansive, superbly textured 
and meticulously gauged to 
give the few really critical 
climaxes fullest sway. . 

In all, it was the sort of 


performance that restores 
one's faith in the Met as the 
groat American opera house. 

Scotto’s Butterfly is an 
other one of those occasions 
in which a singer has contin 
ued to grow into a role of 
long-standing association. 
Even knowing her past work 
in general and her recorded 
performance of this role, 
there is little to prepare the 
viewer for the insight, the 
dramatic and vocal brilliance 
with which Miss Scotto un¬ 
folds her character like a del¬ 
icate flower. 

This Cio-Cio-San goes from 
giddy girl-bride to a woman 
old before her time with un 
usual impact. Every gesture 
is under, complete control, 
each adds one more petal in 
the portrayal that must be 
one of the most complex and 
stunningly introverted the 
part is ever apt to receive. 

Scotto rarely departs from 
the music to make an effect 
— finding the emotion in the 
written note, rather than 
some arbitrary interpolation 
The tragedy of Butterfly 
comes heartrendingly across 
the footlights, not just be¬ 
cause Puccini has written 
glorious melodies, but be 
cause the dramatic portrayal 


has been executed with fault¬ 
less perspicacity. 

Her Pinkerton was Giaco¬ 
mo Aragall — ideal in this 
usic. Ryan Edwards’ Sharp 
less was solid, but the role 
needs so much more. Shirley 
U>ve acts Suziki very well. 

, though one could have asked 
for a richer voice to join with 
Miss Scotto’s. 

Unfortunately, in such ex¬ 
alted compay the flaws of the 
current revival of Strauss’ 
Der Rosenkavalier are mag 
nified. The second perfor 
mance of the season never 
jelled. Elements were lovely, 
but it seemed to lack an over- 
al) ground plan. 

Nathaniel Merrill has 
reworked his own originally 
staging highlighting the more 
trivial, mawkish details at 


the expense of motivation 
and ogic in principals’ move¬ 
ments. The orchestra played 
especially badly (their first 
less-than-wonderful produc¬ 
tion of the season to date), 
and Leopold Hager, new to 
the opera at the Met, has yet 
to give an overall sense of the 
work. The sublimely sus¬ 
tained “trio” and other mo¬ 
ments demonstrated &p even¬ 
tual projection of the full 
riches of this score. 

Gwyneth Jones’ Marschal- 
lin is visually stunning. Her 
pedigreed elegance and ricly 
detaled acting abilities made 
her particularly wonderful to 
watch. Vocally, the lack of a 
true legato marred many 
crucial moments. “Yvonne 
Minton is one of the best Oc- 
tavians around toda — a total 
delight, and a superb singer. 

Some of the secondary 
casting was uncommonly me¬ 
diocre, but Derek Hammond- 
Stroud's Faninal (his debut 
role) afforded the audience a 
rare look at a master crafts¬ 
man and a memorable char 
actcr actor — the sort the Met 
sould have more of.

From foundling to rich success

ST- MICHAELS, MD. — If ever there was a walking 
advertisement for the Modem Dream, It is James Michener 
Horatio Alger himself would have blushed to cast this author 
of sagas as one of his rags-to-riches heroes, for as fiction, 
Michener’s life story would be unbelievable. 

Even his name is not his own. A foundling, he was picked 
off a Bucks Country, Pa„ street nearly 71 years ago by a 
woman named Michener who had a liking for strays. He 
remembers journeys to Philadelphia to deliver and collect 
shirtwaists, which his foster mother buttonholed to eke out a 
sketchy living. And in hard times young Jim took refuge In 
the county poorhouse. 

Some yeafSago Michener confided to A. Grove Day, his 
collaborator on Rascals in Paradise, that he and his wife 
estimated their assets (excluding royalties in escrow) at $1 
million. “It's ally," Michener declared, “for two people to be 
responsible for having all that cash around. We decided to 
give it all away. To whom? Well, the money came from the 
arts. Logically, it should go back to the arts. And it will.” 

In the early 1930s, when Michener was a teacher in 
private Pennsylvania schools in Pottstown and Doylestown. 
he preached the virtue of being a good neighbor and a good 
citizen. He has practiced what he taught. 

For six years (1962-68) the Allentown (Pa.) Art Museum 
was caretaker of the Michener collection of American 
paintings.iThe entire collection was given to the University 
of Texas in 1968. It then numbered 237 works and was 
evaluated at *3 million.) The writer's $ 100,00 gift helped 
Swarthmore College inaugurate its black studies and race 
relations programs. 


all his life in his work is not going to play winner take all for 
those stakes. . . . 

“My wife got very angry once when our book — our’ 
because she helps me so much — was knocked off the 
best-seller list by a really tawdry job. That didn’t bother me 
at all. My time had come; I'd had my fling. This book was 
going to be a three-day wonder never to be heard of again, 
and mine would be selling well 10 years from now." 

Q. “In your 1970 book, The Quality of Life, you predicted 
dire consequences unless America embraced 'a new spirit¬ 
ual agreement.' You wrote: 'We have junked our old beliefs 
without having evolved new ones, and if we remain adrift for 
even one generation, we could decline into our own brand of 
barbarism.' That was pre-Watergate. What is your judg¬ 
ment today?” 

A. “Well, I have been involved rather deeply in some of 
this. I am by nature rather optimistic. I cease being so, 
however, when I see Times Square in New York and see the 
total degradation,... the loss of any standards. I don't have 
to be Jeremiah to say "Fellows, we re heading for trouble if 
we continue this.' 

“So I am in a gloomy mood right now, frankly. I think 
that Vietnam destroyed the traditional relationship between 
the civilian and the military ... to our great peril. I think 
that Times Square and Its equivalents everywhere destroy a 
basic moral principle from which we operate. 

“I have always liked to think that the Americans and the 
English and the Germans and the Swiss and the Swedes and 
the Ftench operated on those traditional vajues. If we 


surrender them too swiftly, I think the alternatives will 
really bring trouble. I think our pornographic deterioration 
is really frightening." 

Education articles 

Michener cut his literary teeth writing articles about 
education. In the late 1930s and early '40s, he produced a 
score of pieces for professional journals with such catchy 
titles as Functonal Social Studies Program, The Beginning 
Teacher, and Steps in Unit Learning and Teaching. He is 
particularly fond of Unit in the Social Studies, which leads 
off the list of his works in both the American and British 
Mjtions of Who's Who. 

A Phi Beta Kappa from Swarthmore, James Michener 
taught at the Hill School in Pottstown and the George School, 
a Quaker institution near Doylestown, before earning his 
master's degree at Colorado State College. He did a teaching 
stint there as an associate professor of education before 
moving to New York as a textbook editor for Macmillan. 

Over the last three decades Michener has come to 
occupy a unique place In American letters. He Ifes pro- 
gressed'from telling “tales,” as in South Pacific, to writing 
"sagas, as in Hawaii, The Source, and Centennial. 

Mlchener's chief virtue as a writer is that he's compul¬ 
sively readable. Whether he is describing the turbulent birth 
of the Hawaiian Islands or a Penn State football enthusiast, 
his writing Is crisp, lovely, and entertaining. Over the years, 
he has had an uncanny knack of anticipating the reading 
public's interest and getting his book on the stands at the 
right time. 


30th anniversary 


Michener is the kind of man who can begin his week in 
Paris protesting UNESCO's treatment of Israel and end it 
by autographing his books for the benefit of a rural library 
near Quakertown. 

This year is the 30th anniversary of Michener's first 
book, Tales of the South Pacific, which won the 1947 Pulitzer 
Prize for fiction. "Tales” caught the attention of Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein II, who wrote the musical 
version. This success assured Michener of a lifetime of 
“enchanted evenings" and gave him the seed money to 
invest in what he jocularly calls “literary plant expansion.” 

For the last two years the Micheners have been living 
near St. Michaels, Md., a pleasant town on a backwater of 
the Chesapeake Bay where Michener is absorbing local 
color for his next opus. Their rented ranch-style home, a 
hunting lodge at the beginning of the century, sits on a finger 
of land between Long Haul Creek and a nameless dead-end 
lagoon. 

The following conversation took place in his living 
room: 

Q. "It's my impression that in the past five or six years 
you have emerged more as a public figure than before. Is 
this so?" 

A. “I would think that I am less a public man than a 
great many writers that I could name. I'm never recognized 
in public. I'm not a figure ... But I think you are correct 
that maybe I have gained more public attention than I used 
to. I’ve been on a great many commissions. I am a 
spokesman for a lot of things. I've received rather astonish¬ 
ing awards that I never expected to get." 

Michener prizes his Medal of Freedom, the highest U.S. 
civilian award, which President Ford bestowed on him at a 
White House ceremony early this year. "And he knew I was 
a Democrat," Michener said, a touch of irony on his 
tongue. < 

Mari Michener defends the hosannas her husband has 
received. "You know.” she told me. "some writers only 
write. They have no interest in the community or polities. 
But Mich has given himself and his time freely to politics, 
sitting on state and federal commissions, giving advice to 
congressional committees 


Renaissance man 


tj. "I was sitting with a group of journalists one night 
in Paris when you came in and sat at the next table. One of 
the writers said, ‘There’s the Renaissance man of American 
letters ..” 

A. (chuckling) “I can't even spell Renaissarfoe ... 1 
get a lot of letters about this, i think it stems from the fact 
that I have written in a very wide variety of fields. People 
forget that sometimes . . . and 1 have been interested in a lot 
of good projects.'* 

Q. “I once asked you if you had a favorite among your 
literary children, and after much thought you said South 
Pacific. Is there any other book that has taken your fancy?” 

A. “Well, I don't think South Pacific takes my fancy 
because of any literary reasons. It's because of the role it 
played in my life as a beginner. My favorite is always the 
last one that I’m working on. I think it is so remarkable that 
a man can get a job done and then have people read it on his 
terms. I think he’s so lucky if this happens that I never 
evaulate between them ...” 

Q. “On balance, are you satisfied with the work that 
you have done?” 

A. “A great French philsopher once said that a work of 
art is never finished, it's released. And I suppose this is true 

that if one kept it a decade or more one could improve 
upon it slightly * . . it would be better. But unfortunately 
most of us can’t keep our work for a decade or so. We’re 
professionals, we live off our writing. I have no other 
income, and after you've spent three or four years on a 
work, that’s about all you can do. It isn’t all you ought to do. 
but it's all you can do . . .” 

Q. "You’ve reached the Biblical threescore and ten 
and look remarkably hale and hearty, still a productive 
writer. You seem not to have been tarnished by the Ameri 
can curse of sudden success.” s 


That sobered him 


A. "If anyone wanted to understand me thoroughly he 
would have to read this book Ross & Tom, by John Leggett 
(the joint biography of Ross Lockridge Jr., author of 
Raintree Country, and Tom Rcggen, who wrote Mr. Ro 
berts). Both of these writers came along at the same time I 
did. I had varied contacts with each of them, and each of 
them committed suicide at the very apex at the 
beginning of what was beyond the hopes of the average 
person. 

“Well, that sobered me very much, and that was the 
kind of performance I was not going to duplicate. I would 
suppose I’ve kept a fairly level head about it all. 

“I’ve had enormous good luck, book after book . . . some 
of them on the top of the list for more than a year at a time. 1 
think this is very dicey. It happens to some and it doesn't 
happen to others. And I'm not sure it happens according to 
merit. I think there's a lot of heartbreak for the fellows who 
have as much talent but don’t happen to hit that spark. So I 
am very subdued on that guestion. ...” 

“I have tried to use my money creatively. My wife and I 
have endowed universities and museums and will continue 
to do so. I don't think I’ve hoarded my money or used it 
cheaply. But I think that our system of rewarding some of us 
extremely highly and others not at all is a rather bad 
system." 

Q. "How would you improve on It?" 

A. “You know. I’ve been brooding about that. I've just 
written a letter to an investigating committee about it. 
America has a win-all, lose-all syndrome, as CBS found 
when it wanted to sell tennis. You say Winner Take All. And 
sensible men don't play that way.. . . A man . . . who has put

OTTAWA (CP) — Bilingual bonus pay 
for civil servants is a $30 million-a- 
year“comedy of errors" and Is “not one 
of the government's more brilliant 
moves,” says Max Yalden, commission¬ 
er of official languages.

Yalden said in an interviev Thursday 
the government is being inconsistent in 
reducing the number of positions it 
designates as bilingual while offering an 


$800 annual bonus to holders of the 
remaining bilingual jobs. 

He said people who have to use both 
languages in jobs not officially desig¬ 
nated as bilingual might also want the 
bonus. And there could be problems 
taking away the bonus from bilingual 
civil servants whose jobs have just 
been redesignated as unilingual. 

“I can’t imagine what kind of position 


the treasury board finds itself in with 
respect to unions." 

Announced last October and retroac 
live to November, 1976, the bilingual 
bonus was instituted following union de¬ 
mands for the value of second-language 
skills to be recompensed. It is estimated 
the bonuses amount to about $30 million 
annually. 

Yalden, who replaced Keith Spicer as 
language commissioner four months 


ago, said it didn't make sense for the 
government to give extra rewards to 
those civil servants who learned their 
second language through federal 
courses at public expense. 

"These public servants didn’t have to 
give up time from work, or their holi¬ 
days, to learn a second language. I 
don’t see why they should have the state 
pay for their training and then expect a 
prize at the end of it."

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Storms battered Europe 
Thursday, hitting hardest at 
Britain, where at least 18 
people died on land and sea. 

London narrowly escaped 
serious flooding from the 
Thames as the river came 
within 18 centimetres of 
overflowing its flood walls. 
People living and working 
nearby were warned they 
might have to evacuate. 

It was the worst flood 
threat since a tidal wave 
swept up the Thames 25 years 
ago this month and killed 300 
people. 

In France, winds of up to 80 
knots blew away roofs and 
swept one man to his death on 
the Atlantic coast. Police in 
Dieppe said a dredge was 
blown Into port with its opera¬ 
tor missing and presumed 
drowned In heavy seas. 

In Belgium, police and fire¬ 
men were placed on the alert 
as strong winds battered 
coastal areas, sending waves 
over dikes and flooding low- 
lying areas. 

Off the coasts of Britain, 12 
seamen were feared dead 
after their ships sank, and 
several other vessels sent out 
distress calls. 

As winds in Britain reached 


144 kilometres an hour, five 
people died on roads made 
dangerous by fallen trees, 
snow and ice. 

Two men were killed when 
a truck was blown into the 
path of their car, and a mo¬ 
torcyclist died as gales threw

Motorists abandoned cars 
which refused to start or 
were blocked by snow in 
parking places, and deep 
snow blocked a 60-kilometre 
stretch of Alpine highway 
linked to the San Bernardino 
Pass road tunnel. 

Eight people were trapped 
at a flooded tavern in the 
southeast English town of 
Deal for 12 hours. Rising 
water forced them on to the 
roof, where they lit a fire to 
draw attention to their plight. 

The air force tried to send 


an air-sea rescue helicopter, 
but the pilot could not take off 
because of high winds. Then 
the Royal Marines went in 
aboard a motor launch, but 
were forced back by the 
strength of the winds and 
choppy waters. 

Two of the country’s best- 
known seaside piers were 
destroyed in the storms. 
Large sections of the iron 
pier at Margate in southeast¬ 
ern England were scattered 
along the beach, and most of 
the Skegness pier in eastern 
England was swept into the 
sea.

New doubt hovering 
over Goyer denials 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Keable commission heard 
testimony Thursday which 
added to the uncertainty 
about whether former solici¬ 
tor-genera I Jean-Pierre 
Goyer learned within days of 
the RCMP’s participation in 
an illegal break-in at a left- 
wing news agency in October, 
1972. 

Goyer and Prime Minister 
Trudeau have firmly denied 
that the RCMP told Goyer or 
any cabinet minister about 
the break-in at the Agence de 
Presse Libre du Quebec, even 
though senior Mounties at Ot- 
tawa headquarters knew 
within five days that the raid 
had taken place without a 
search warrant. 

Jean-Yves Dube, com¬ 
mander of the RCMP's Que¬ 
bec division at the time, 
raised more questions about 
the government’s version, in 
testimony before the com¬ 
mission. 

He said the late Inspector 
Laurent Forest, then head of 
the RCMP’s security and in¬ 
telligence operation in Que¬ 
bec, told him Goyer had de¬ 
cided not to reply to a com¬ 
plaint filed by agency jour¬ 
nalists shortly after the raid. 

Dube said he first learned 
of the affair when he arrived 
at his Montreal office and 


was given a telegram from 
the journalists complaining 
of the theft and asking if the 
Mounties were involved. 

“I immediately called Mr. 
Forest to my office, showed 
him the telegram and asked 
if we were involved,” he 
added. 

Forest replied that the 
RCMP, Quebec Provincial 
and Montreal police were re¬ 
sponsible, he said. 

“I was under the impress¬ 
ion that it was an operation 
authorized and controlled by 
headquarters,” Dube said. “I 
was used to thik type of 
thing.” 

Several days after the 
meeting, “Mr. Forest told me 
that Mr. Goyer had decided 
not to reply," Dube added. 

Dube’s testimony added to 
a body of circumstantial evi¬ 
dence that Goyer might have 
been informed of the Oct. 6-7, 
1972,“faid in short order after 
John Starnes, then head of 
the RCMP security service, 
was told Oct. 10.

French brings 
lengthy debate

DUNCAN — The question of 
whether to devote more time to 
French immersion or the study of 
Canada’s cultural and physical heri¬ 
tage was the main subject under dis¬ 
cussion at School Board District 65’s 
inaugural meeting this week. 

Re-elected chairman Alan Hussey 
said: “In view of the fact that we 
have been sitting here for some time 
debating the question of French 
immersion, it would not be a bad 
idea to spend some time studying the 
minicourse on Canadian studies now 
being given by Terry Taylor, prin¬ 
cipal of the Chemainus elementary 
schools complex.” 

The purpose of the Cana-dian Stu¬ 
dies course is ‘fto develop knowledge 
and understanding of our cultural 
and physical heritage — the major 
physical and political geographic 
features of Canada with particular 
reference to B.C.” 

“Also, how their present com¬ 
munities have been influenced by 
the past. 

“About discovery and explanation 
of Canada. 

“About native peoples of Canada, 
their culture and their contribution 
lo Cana-dian development. 

“And in addition students should 
have experience in reading the 
works of Cana-dian authors.” 

The board decided to contact the 
ministry of education concerning 
the minicourse and its recognition. 

Concerning the possible French 
immersion class, the board learned 
that Its committee set up to conduct 
a “feasibility study” had found 
that a survey of ail teachers now on 
staff, were either not interested or 


not capable of handling French im¬ 
mersion classes at the K-3 level. 

Therefore if a class was estab¬ 
lished it would require the hiring of a 
bilingual teacher. 

As far as classroom availability 
was concerned, out of the 16 schools 
13 had no accommodation and only 
three might have one classroom 
available in September of 1978. 
There were no indications that a 
classroom would be available on a 
long -term basis. 

The study committee findings 
were that “it would be impractical 
to establish a French immersion 
program at' the present time be¬ 
cause of the lack or projected suit¬ 
able accommodation on a long term 
basis.” It was thought that one class 
at the kindergarten level could be 
established on a one-year basis, but 
this would not meet the criteria for a 
sound French immersion program. 

The board 1 decided to “keep its 
options open" and to write to the 
secretary of state, expressing inter¬ 
est and requesting possible funding 
for French immersion classes. 

The board agreed to phase in over 
a two-year period the new junior 
high school science program at a 
cost of $25,000 as recommended by 
the science committee members. 

The new program would help to 
“soften” the impact met by Grade 8 
students entering junior high school 
science, and would provide a sound 
terminal course for those who finish 
science in Grade 10. 

The program also offers a better 
foundation for the specialist sci¬ 
ences in grades 11 and 12 and corre¬ 
lates well with the provincial “core 
curriculum" and with the S.T.E.M. 
program being used in elementary 
grades.

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Port Alberni digs crazy snow scene 


PORT ALBERNI — This city is slowly digging out 
from a week of record snowfalls that all but paralysed 
normal city traffic. 

At city council meeting this week, Aid. Mo Inwards 
said that the city was still receiving many complaints 
from citizens about the condition of the sidewalks, 
many still clogged with snow. 

He reminded the city’s businessmen that a city 
bylaw exists which makes it mandatory for any 
business fronting on a public sidewalk to have its 
portion of it cleared within hours afteiya large storm 
such as was experienced last week. 

“It has been drawn to our attention that many 
stretches of sidewalk in the business areas of the city 


remain uncleared,” the alderman said, “and we 
would ask the co-operation of all local businesses to 
see that this situation is quickly remedied.” 

Inwards noted that there is a provision in the bylaw 
to have the streets cleared by the city, with the cost of 
the labor billed back to the company responsible for 
not clearing its own. 

“I'm sure it won’t come to this, but we would ask 
that everyone concerned comply with the law at the 
earliest possible moment," he said, 

Alderman George McKnight noted another problem 
about which there had been numerous complaints to 
the city. 

“Since the freezing conditions followed by the 
thawing, there have been a considerable and unusual 


number of potholes appear in the city pavement," he Stamp Avenue adjacent to the MacMillan Bloedel 
said. pulpmill. 


McKnight supplied a brief outline of how the pot¬ 
holes develop, and said that many of the older paved 
cXthoroughfares in the city were “just not up to the 
weather conditions we have been experiencing.” 

“I am sure that the city works department will deal 
with these potholes as soon as sufficient snow is 
cleared away to do so,” he said, “and in the meantime 
all we can do is urge residents to drive with care and 
attention to their existence.” 

He noted that several drivers had already reported 
severe cases of dented rims, with accompanying flat 
tires, in driving on the city streets, particularly on 


“Actually that stretch of road is the responsibility 
of the department of highways,” he said. 

“But there are stretches of road almost as bad 
elsewhere in the city, and as I said, all we can do is 
wait for the snow to be cleared away. If city crews 
tried, to fix the holes at the moment, they would 
effectively block traffic on some main thorough¬ 
fares.” 

City crews have been working almost constantly 
since the two big storms hit last week, attempting to 
clear the massive mounds of snow that have accumu¬ 
lated in the centre of the city streets.

Pranksters spirit 
seat from house

The B.C. Legislature was 
faced with its own “who-dun- 
nit” Wednesday with the dis¬ 
appearance of the Speaker’s 
chair from the legislative 
chamber. 

IN ITS place — and hastily 
removed by officials — was 
found a wooden pyramid with 
the single initial “E” on 
either side, a clue pointing, 
intentionally or otherwise, to 
the engineers of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

A UBC engineering student 
later confirmed they were re¬ 
sponsible and said the chair 
would be returned after engi¬ 
neer week, a traditional time 
of high-jinks for engineering 
students. 

The legislative chamber is 
locked overnight and, say se¬ 
curity guards, Tuesday night 
was no exception. 

SO FAR, clues as to how 
the chair disappeared from 
the locked chamber are 
skimpy but: 

• A back door of tem¬ 
porary construction to facili¬ 
tate the entry and exit of 
construction workers was 
forced between midnight and 
1 a.m. 

• The chair was removed 
from the chamber via the 
double doors at the main en¬ 
trance. The doors can only be 
opened from the inside. 

• There are nine entrances 
to the chamber, two via the 
press gallery; ~ two via the 
public galleries; two via the 
speaker’s corridor; side en¬ 
trances from either side of 
the chamber and the main 
doors. None of the entrances 
was forced. 

• The only clue Inside the 
chamber consisted of foot¬ 


prints left in the plush carpet 
by whoever removed the 
chair. 


IT WAS the footprints 
which provided the first tip 
that the chair was missing. 
The janitor who had spent 
part of Tuesday vacuuming 
the entire chamber noticed 
his work marred by the foot¬ 
prints when he looked in the 
chamber Wednesday 
morning. 

One glance led to another 
and the pyramid was found in 
place of the vacant chair. 

How the chair was spirited 
from the building remains a 
mystery. There is a construc¬ 
tion elevator at the rear of 
the buildings but it can’t be 
ascertained whether it was 
used. 

Rear stairways are narrow 
and, a security official says, 
it would be difficult although 
not impossible, to remove 
the chair via those routes. 

The easy way to carry the 
chair from the buildings 
would be via the front en¬ 
trance, With 21-hour security 
that would be hazardous, but 
not impossible. At that hour 
of the night security is at a 
minimum and it would be 
possible to slip out of the 
front doors during a routine 
patrol by the guards. 

THE SECURITY people 
know there was some activity 
at the front of the buildings 
during the early hours of the 
morning. Noises were heard 
around 1 a.m. and a morning 
check showed that the union 
jack and the B.C. flag flunk 
ing the Capt. Cook memorial 
plaque in front of the build¬ 
ings had been removed. 

Presumably they accom¬ 
panied the Speaker’s chair to 
wherever it now rests.’ 


DIRECTORS STILL WON‘T BUDGE 

Region board 4 is inhuman’ 


NANAIMO — Amid charges that 
directors were bankrupting a citizen 
and laughing about it, the Nanaimo 
Regional Board this wcekrefused to 
approve a controversial agricultural 
land reserve application. 

The board also delayed action on a 
subdivision request by the same appli¬ 
cant, Howard Fowler of Coombs. 

Regional directors were told that 
Fowler’s request was the eighth appli¬ 
cation he had made to have about 218 
acres he owns removed from the ALR, 
and that he has been turned down by the 
B.C. Land Commission, on the basis of 
soil classification. 

The matter had been referred to the 
board from a planning committee 
meeting earlier in the day. 

The planning committee was told, 
directors said, that a land commission 
inspection of Fowler’s property was 
cursory and inadequate. 

The board agreed to forward the 
application with no recommendation 
and ask for a re-inspection of the pro¬ 
perty, explaining the reasons for the 
request. 


Letters were read at the board 
meeting from three farmers in the area 
of Fowler’s property. Two of them said 
they had tried to rent parts of. the 
property for farming and been refused 
by Fowler, and all three said that they 
were sure the land could be a viable 
farm. 

Fowler was not allowed to address 
the full board on the issue, although he 
had spoken to the planning committee. 
A move to allow Fowler to speak was 
stalled when one director voted against 
giving the permission. 

Director from Lantzvilie, Norm 
Hobson, voted against allowing Fowler 
and Rusty Joerin to speak On the issue, 
on the grounds that Hobson believed 
Joerin was not qualified to speak on the 
ALR appeal. 

Fowler had also applied to have the 
subdivision moratorium in the area set 
aside, so that he could develop about 60 
acres, now outside the ALJt into five- 
acre lots. 

A minimum lot size of 12 acres now 
is in force in the area. 

But, directors decided to ask for 


legal advice on the move, which would 
have seen the board asking the depart¬ 
ment of highways approving officer to 
waive the subdivision moratorium. 

The board in December had voted 
to ask for relaxation of the moratorium 
for the Kirk Tree Farm, to allow 
subdivision into five-acre lots in return 
for parkland along the Englishman 
River. 

Director for Coombs-Hilliers-Er 
rington, Joseph Pullen, speaking in 
favor of Fowler’s requests, said that 
Fowler was about to go bankrupt, and 
that only the removal from the ALR 
and subdivision approvals could save 
him. 

Said Pullen: “This is the most inhu¬ 
man board I’ve ever come across — 
that can laugh about bankrupting a 
citizen.” 

But, replied Cedar director Owen 
Kennedy, chairman of the planning 
committee, the board is used to hearing 
developers say they are about to go 
bankrupt. “It seems to be a com mi in 
problem,” he said. “I don’t know if it's 
chronic.” 


Fly-ash fight being fought 


Speaker Ed Smith said he 
regards the removal of the 
chair as “just a prank, prob¬ 
ably by university students’ 
but added that he takes a 
different view of a forced 
entry into a public building. 

“I think that carries the 
thing a little too far,” Smith 
said. "It’s one thing to have 
fun. another to be actually 
breaking into buildings." 

There is a theory that if the 
back door was forced, it 
wasn't forced by whoever 
swiped the chair. That theory 
suggests that as the main 
doors are wide open all day to 
permit the public to view the 
chamber, it would be a sim¬ 
ple matter to be locked in and 
wail. 

THE CHAIR has no partic¬ 
ular value although it has 
been used by a scries of 
Speakers. 

The missing chair Is not the 
original Speaker's chair. 

The first Speaker's chair 
was purchased in 1898 “and 
disappeared sometime be¬ 
tween then and 1915 when the 
present chair was placed in 
the chamber" so experts of 
the archives say. 

They are not sure when the 
old chair disappeared, only of 
the 1915 date that the now 
missing chair first saw 
service. 

In the meantime Speaker 
Smith said he hopes the chair 
will be returned quickly In 
which case “no questions will 
be asked.”

Joy for seniors 


DUNCAN — Old age pen¬ 
sioners in the Duncan area 
are likely to have greatly ex¬ 
panded facilities following a 
recent proposal by Mayor 
Ken Paskin. He proposed that 
space in their acitivity centre 
now occupied by the regional 
library be made available to 
the seniors and the library 
move to larger premises 
available in the new com¬ 
munity centre complex. 

The space, approximately 
3,000 square feet, was origi¬ 
nally allocated in the commu¬ 
nity centre for the museum. 
But Paskin said the museum 
organizers would apparently 
prefer more independent fa¬ 
cilities than those available 
in the community centre, due 
to the fact that much of their 


supervision will be on a vol¬ 
untary basis. 

Paskin said the community 
centre co-ordinator advises 
that as much as 5,000 square 
feet could be made available 
in the centre for the regional 
library, which currently has 
3,000 square feet in the se¬ 
niors’ activity centre build¬ 
ing. 

The museum is expected to 
be located in the former city 
hall building on Canada Ave¬ 
nue, which currently has 1,- 
675 square feet of available 
space. The lease with Duncan 
Kondar Engineering Ltd. for 
the remaining 1,725 square 
feet plus the basement area 
terminates Dec. 1, 1980. 

The old age pensioners, 
whose membership has ex¬ 


panded to 700 from its origi¬ 
nal 150-200 when the activity 
centre was first opened, re¬ 
quested additional space, but

Popular foods valueless 





Aleita Oare 


Soft drinks, white bread, 
pasteurized milk and meat 
with chemical additives all 
have two things in common: 
popularity and little nutri¬ 
tional value, a Victoria food- 
supplement saleswoman said 
Wednesday. 

Many Victorians are eat¬ 
ing foods that do them more 
harm than good, Aleita Oare, 
25, said in an interview 
sparked by her interest in a 
story about herbicides get¬ 
ting into the food chain. 

So-called “enriched” 
bread, for example, requires 
added vitamins because the 
goodness has been processed 
out o£ tbe wheat. 

Other foods which she ad¬ 
vised against were “heavy” 
red meats like beef and- pork, 
pasteurized milk (lacking in 
certain enzymes) and sugar 
because it “destroys B vita¬ 
mins and depletes your cal¬ 
cium.” 

She said some behavioral 
and health problems can be 
traced to poor diet and chem¬ 
ical additives as well as to 
pollutants in the 
environment. 


“Lots of meat and white- 
flour products are what the 
North American diet is all 
about,” she said, “and we’re 
getting more diseases these 
days and our resistance 
against disease is down.” 

Oare said the product she 
sells on franchise to individu¬ 
als (but not stores) “gives 
people the opportunity to be 
on a completely balanced 
diet.” 

But a diet of soft drinks and 
potato chips defeats the pur¬ 
pose of a vitamin or protein 
supplement, she said. So does 
“healthy” food after it is 
processed. 

“By the time a head of 
lettuce gets to the store, sits 
on the shelf and is sprayed 
with water, and then sits at 
home, there’s not much nu¬ 
trition left.” 

Oare said supplementary 
vitamins, minerals and herbs 
combat the loss of nutrition 
/ from chemicals and process¬ 
ing that afflicts most North 
American food, 
r' She also had some positive 
advice for a healthy diet. 
Some foods that help fight 


stress and maintain energy 
are: 

• Raw milk containing nat¬ 
ural enzymes, B vitamins 
and calcium. Pasteurized 
milk tastes to her like “plas¬ 
tic milk,” she said. Raw milk 
has a topping of cream which 
she shakes into the milk be¬ 
fore drinking, or the cream 
can be whipped. 

• Whole grain bread, rice, 
bulgur wheat. 

• Cheeses (not processed) 
and fertilized eggs. 

• Fish and “light” meats 
like poultry. 

• Nut butters (peanut and 
almond), fruit and alfalfa 
and mung sprouts (which she 
grows herself.) 

Oare was a vegetarian for 
four years, she said, but she 
occasionally eats meat now, 
even steak, when she or her 
husband get a craving for it. 

“Once in awhile I’ll cut up 
a flank steak very, very thin 
and throw it in a Chinese 
dish.” 

But she said that soy pro¬ 
ducts like ‘‘vegetarian 
bacon” also come in handy.

"We’ve increased his securi¬ 
ty The call threatened him 
with bodily harm." 

Pre-Super Bowl threats 
have become almost routine, 
say National Football League 
officials. 

"It will be blown out of 
proportion like most things." 
said Red Miller, coach of the 
Broncos. "It's probably some 
kook looking for publicity.” 

Meanwhile, as Super Bowl 
visitors began swelling this 
famed Mississippi River 
City's population. Denver 
and Dallas players zeroed in 
on the big game. Both clubs 
seemed anxious to get on with 
their confrontation and were 
starting to snipe as the count¬ 
down began 

Denver safety Bernard 
Jackson fired the first salvo, 
criticizing the Dallas corps of 
receivers. “I don't think 
they’re that good,” said 
Jackson. “We played three 
teams, Pittsburgh, Baltimore 
and Kansas City, who have 
better wide receivers than 
Dallas.”

MO IN CO-OPERATION WITH BAYSHORE TRAVEL 
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From foundling to rich success

Colonist Monitor Nows Sorvico 

ST. MICHAELS, MD. — If ever there was a walking 
advertisement for the Modem Dream, It is James Michcner. 
Horatio Alger himself would have blushed to cast this author 
of sagas as one of his rags-to-riches heroes, for as fiction. 
Mlchener's life story would be unbelievable. 

Even his name is not his own. A foundling, he was picked 
off a Bucks Country, Pa., street nearly 71 years ago by a 
woman named Michener who had a liking for stray*. He 
remembers journeys to Philadelphia to deliver and collect 
shirtwaists, which his foster mother buttonholed to eke out a 
sketchy living. And In hard times young Jim took refuge In 
the county poorhouse. 

Some years ago Michener confided to A. Grove Day, his 
collaborator on Rascals In Paradise, that he and his wife 
estimated their assets (excluding royalties in escrow) at $1 
million. "It’s slly,” Michener declared, “for two people to be 
responsible for having all that cash around. We decided to 
give it all away. To whom? Well, the money came from the 
arts. Logically, it should go back to the arts. And it will.” 

In the early 1930s, when Michener was a teacher in 
private Pennsylvania schools in Pottstown and Doylestown, 
he preached the virtue of being a good neighbor and a good 
citizen. He has practiced what he taught. 

For six years (I9B2-W) the Allentown (Pa.) Art Museum 
was caretaker of the Michener collection of American 
paintings. (The entire collection was given to the University 
of Texas in 1908. It then numbered 257 works and was 
evaluated-at $3 million.) The’writer's $190,00 gift helped 
Swarthmore College inaugurate its black studies and race 
relations programs. 

30th . anniversary 

Michener is the kind of man who can begin his week in 
Paris protesting UNESCO’s treatment of Israel and end it 
by autographing his books for the benefit of a rural library 
near Quakertown. 

This year is the 30th anniversary of Michener’s first 
book, Tales of the South Pacific, which won the 1947 Pulitzer 
Prize for fiction. “Tales” caught the attention of Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein II, who wrote the musical 
version. This success assured Michener of a lifetime of 
“enchanted evenings” and gave him fhe seed money to 
invest in what he jocularly calls "literary plant expansion.” 

For the last two years the Michcners have been living 
near St. Michaels, Md.. a pleasant town on a backwater of 
the Chesapeake Bay where Michener is absorbing local 
color for his next opus. Their rented ranch style home, a 
hunting lodge at the beginning of the century, sits on a finger 
of land between Long Haul Creek and a nameless dead end 
lagoon. 

The following conversation took place in his living 
room: 

Q. “It’s my impression that in the past five or six years 
you have emerged more as a public figure than before. Is 
this so?” 

A. “I would think that I am less a public man than a 
great many writers that I could name. I’m never recognized 
in public. I’m not a figure .. . But I think you are correct 
that maybe I have gained more public attention than I used 
to. I’ve been on a great many commissions. I am a 
spokesman for a lot of things. I’ve received rather astonish¬ 
ing awards that I never expected to get." 

Michener prizes his Medal of Freedom, the highest U.S. 
civilian award, which President Ford bestowed on him at a 
White House ceremony early this year. "And he knew 1 was 
a Democrat,” Michener said, a touch of irony on his 
tongue. 

Mari Michener defends the hosannas her husband has 
received. "You know,” she told me, “some writers unly 
write. They have no interest in the community or politics. 
But Mich lias given himself and his time freely to politics, 
sitting on state and federal commissions, giving advice to 
congressional committees . . ” 

Renaissance man 

Q. I was sitting with a group of journalists one night 
in Paris when you came in and sat at the next table. One of 
the writers said, ‘There’s the Renaissance man of American 
letters ..” 

A. (chuckling) "I can’t even spell Renaissance ... I 
get a lot of letters about this. I think it stems from the fact 
that I have written in a very wide variety of fields. People 
forget that sometimes . . . and I have been interested in a lot 
of good projects. " 

Q. ‘i once asked you if you had a favorite among your 
literary children, and after much thought you said South 
Pacific. Is there any other book that has taken your fancy?” 

A. "Well, I don’t think South Pacific takes my fancy 
because of any literary reasons. It’s because of the role it 
played in my life as a beginner. My favorite is always the 
last one that I’m working on. I think it is so remarkable that 
a man can get a job done and then have people read it on his 
terms. I think he’s so lucky if this happens that I never 
evaulate between them . . 

Q. "On balance, are you satisfied with the work that 
you have done?" 

A. "A great French philsopher once said that a work of 
art is never finished, it’s released. And I suppose this is true 

. that if one kept it a decade or more one could improve 
upon it slightly ... it would be better. But unfortunately 
most of us can’t keep our work for a decade or so. We’re 
professionals, we live off our writing. 1 have no other 
income, and after you’ve spent three or four years on a 
work, that’s about all you can do. K isn’t all you ought to do, 
but it’s all you can do . . 

Q. "You’ve reached the Biblical threescore and ten 
and look remarkably hale and hearty, still a productive 
writer. You seem not to have been tarnished by the Ameri¬ 
can curse of sudden success.” 

That sobered him 

A. “If anyone wanted to understand me thoroughly he 
would have to read this book Ross & Tom, by John Leggett 
(the joint biography of Ross Lockridge Jr., author of 
Rainlree Country, and Tom Reggen, who wrote Mr. Ro¬ 
berts). Both of these writers came along at (he same time 1 
did. I had varied contacts with each of them, and each of 
them committed suicide at the very apex . . at the 
beginning of what was beyond the hopes of the average 
person. 

“Well, that sobered me very much, and that was the 
kind of performance I was not going to duplicate. I wuuld 
suppose I’ve kept a fairly level head about it all. 

“I've had enormous good luck, book after book. . . some 
of them on the top of the list for more than a year at a time. I 
think this is very dicey. It happens to some and it doesn't 
happen to others. And I’m not sure it happens according to 
merit. I think there's a lot of heartbreak for the fellows who 
have as much talent but don't happen to hit that spark. So 1 
am very subdued on that guestion. . ..’’ 

“I have tried to use my money creatively. My wife and I 
have endowed universities and museums and will continue 
to do so. I don’t think I’ve hoarded my money or used it 
cheaply. But 1 think that our system of rewarding some of us 
extremely highly and others not at all is a rather bad 
• system.” 

Q. “How would you improve on it?” 

A. “You know, I’ve been brooding about that. I've just 
written a letter to an investigating committee about it. 
America has a win-all, lose-all syndrome, as CBS found 
when it wanted to sell tennis. You say Winner Take All. And 
sensible men don't play that way.. . . A man . . . who has put 


all his life In his work Is not going to play winner take all for 
those stakes. ... 

“My wife got very angry once when our book — ’our’ 
because she helps me so much — was knocked off the 
best seller list by a really tawdry job. That didn’t bother me 
at all. My time had come; I’d had my fling. This book was 
going to be a three-day wonder never to be heard of again, 
and mine would be selling well 10 years from now." 

Q. “In your 1970 book, The Quality of Life, you predicted 
dire consequences unless America embraced 'a new spirit¬ 
ual agreement.’ You wrote: ’We have junked our old beliefs 
without having evolved new ones, and if we remain adrift for 
even one generation, we could decline into our own brand of 
barbarism.’ That was pre-Watergate. What is your judg¬ 
ment today?” 

A. “Well, I have been involved rather deeply in some of 
this. I am by nature rather optimistic. I cease being so, 
however, when I see Times Square in New York and see the 
total degradation ... the loss of any standards. I don’t have 
to be Jeremiah to say “Fellows, we’re heading for trouble if 
we continue this.’ 

"So I am in a gloomy mood right now, frankly. I think 
that Vietnam destroyed the traditional relationship between 
the civilian and the military ... to our great peril. I think 
that Times Squar/.and its equivalents everywhere destroy a 
basic moral principle from which we operate. 

“I have always liked to think that the Americans and the 
English and the Germans and the Swiss and the Swedes and 
thp French operated on those traditional values. If we

surrender them too swiftly. I think the alternatives will 
really bring trouble. I think our pornographic deterioration 
is really frightening.” 

Education articles 

Michener cut his literary teeth writing articles about 
education. In the late 1930s and early ’40s, he produced a 
score of pieces for professional journals with such catchy 
titles as Functonal Social Studies Program, The Beginning 
Teacher, and Steps in Unit Learning and Teaching. He Is 
particularly fond of Unit in the Social Studies, which leads 
off the list of his works in both the American and British 
editions of Who’s Who. 

A Phi Beta Kappa from Swarthmore, James Michener 
taught at the Hill School in Pottstown and the George School, 
a Quaker institution near Doylestown, before earning his 
master’s degree at Colorado State College. He did a teaching 
stint there as an associate professor of education before 
moving to New York as a textbook editor for Macmillan. 

Over the last three decades Michener has come to 
occupy a unique place in American letters. He has pro¬ 
gressed from telling “tales,” as in South Pacific, to writing 
"sagas,” as in Hawaii, The Source, and Centennial. 

Michener's chief virtue as a writer is that he’s compul¬ 
sively readable. Whether he is describing the turbulent birth 
of the Hawaiian Islands or a Penn State football enthusiast, 
his writing Is crisp, lovely, and entertaining. Over the years, 
he has had an uncanny knack of anticipating the reading 
public’s interest and getting his book on the stands at the 
right time.

OTTAWA (CP) — Bilingual bonus pay 
for civil servants is a $30-million-a- 
year "comedy of errors” and is “not one 
of the government’s more brilliant 
moves,” says Max Yalden, commission¬ 
er of official languages. 

Yalden said in an interviev Thursday 
the government is being inconsistent in 
reducing the number of positions it 
designates as bilingual while offering an 


$800 annual bonus to holders of the 
remaining bilingual jobs. 

He said people who have to use both 
languages In jobs not officially desig¬ 
nated as bilingual might also want the 
bonus. And there could be problems 
taking away the bonus from bilingual 
civil servants whose jobs have just 
been redesignated as unilingual. 

“I can't imagine what kind of position 


the treasury board finds Itself in with 
respect to unions." 

Announced last October and retroac¬ 
tive to November. 1976, the bilingual 
bonus was Instituted following union de¬ 
mands for the value of second-language 
skills to be recompensed. It Is estimated 
the bonuses amount to about $30 million 
annually. 

Yalden, who replaced Keith Spicer as 
language commissioner four months 


ago, said it didn't make sense for the 
government to give extra rewards to 
those civil servants who learned their 
second language through federal 
courses at public expense. 

“These public servants didn't have to 
give up time from work, or their holi¬ 
days, to learn a second language. I 
don't see why they should have the state 
pay for their training and then expect a 
prize at the end of it.” 


A spokesman for Treasury Board 
President Robert Andras said the consi¬ 
deration here was the principle of equal 
pay for equal work. He said no changes 
are planned In the bonus system. 

The commissioner of official lan¬ 
guages is responsible for overseeing 
language equality in federal depart¬ 
ments and agencies and for promoting 
the values of bilingualism.

bonus trips 


MONTREAL (CP) — Air 
Canada president Claude 
Taylor said Thursday a letter 
outlining Anti-Inflation 
Board policy on bonus airline 
passes for its employees is 
“reflective of a current Cana¬ 
dian attitude that encourages 
mediocrity.” 

He said the board told Air 
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Canada the proposal would 
constitute “a direct viola¬ 
tion” of AIB guidelines. 

Taylor said the move 
“thwarts management's ef¬ 
forts to motivate staff and in¬ 
crease productivity” and 
called it "a sad commentary 
that will perpetuate Canada’s 
non-competitive position in 
world markets.” 

An Air Canada spokesman 
said the AIB's letter had been 
construed as formal advise¬ 
ment by the board that its 
offer to employees would not 
be allowed. 

• The letter, from board 
director J.S. Roushorne, said 
that unless the company 
agrees “to either cancel or 
postpone the implementation 
of this proposal until such 
time as the Anti-Inflation Act 
is no longer applicable (the 
board) will assume Air Cana¬ 
da plans to proceed with it 
and thus recommend the 
matter be referred" to the 
administration, 

“Any alteration to the pres¬ 
ent employee travel pass sys¬ 
tem would be in direct viola¬ 


tion” of the guidelines, the 
letter said. 

The Anti-Inflation Board 
said it had asked Air Canada 
to clarify the proposal by 
Jan. 20. Pay guidelines for 
1978 generally limit wage and 
benefit increases to six per 
cent. 

Taylor said the bonus was 
awarded in recognition of 
employees’ achievement in 
returning the national airline 
to a profit position in 1977 and 
to mark Air Canada's 40th 
anniversary. 

“My action was designed 
with minimal cost to the com¬ 
pany and without public in¬ 
convenience to thank the men 
and women of Air Canada for 
their remarkable job in Air 
Canada’s financial turn¬ 
around,” he said in a state¬ 
ment to employees. 

He assured employees that 
he would reassess the situa¬ 
tion when controls are lifted.

MONCTON, N.B. (CP) — Charges will be laid here 
today against seven former city policemen, crown 
prosecutor Donald Friel said Thursday. 

Four of the officers, all of whom were fired by city 
council last month, will be charged with breaking, 
entering and theft while the remaining three will be 
charged with theft of goods valued at under $200, Friel 
said.

Ottawa files opening March 1 


OTTAWA (CP) — Cana¬ 
dians get the right March 1 to 
examine government files on 
themselves, find out what the 
information has been used for 
and ask for corrections of 
inaccuracies. 

Interviews with Privacy 
Commissioner Inger Hansen 


and government officials 
Thursday provided a guide to 
procedures that individuals 
will follow to use this new 
right granted under the fed¬ 
eral Human Rights Act. 

The start procedure is to go 
to a post office, library or 
other yet undecided institu¬ 


tion where a federal index of 
government files will be 
available. 

The index will contain a de¬ 
scription of about 1,500 cate¬ 
gories of files—known as in¬ 
formation banks—compiled 
by 27 federal government de¬ 
partments and 62 govern¬ 


ment agencies, including the 
RCMP. 

Commercial government 
operations, such as the CBC 
and other crown corpora¬ 
tions, do hot have to comply 
with the new law in opening 
files. 

Each entry in the index will 


describe the contents of an in¬ 
formation bank, and show the 
department or agency which 
has it, whether the informa¬ 
tion is in a computer or on 
paper, how many persons' 
files are in the bank and an 
address for getting it.

Word today 
on federal 
harbor role 


A major announcement regarding federal partici¬ 
pation in a million-dollar Inner Harbor improvement 
scheme is expected to be made today by Sen. Ray 
Perrault, government leader in the senate. 

- Perrault will hold a press conference at 10 a.m. at 
the Empress Hotel. Provincial Recreation and Con¬ 
servation Minister Sam Bawlf is expected to be in 
attendance. 

A press release announcing the meeting simply said 
the topic would be “of interest to the city of Victoria." 

Bawlf wasn't available for comment and his assis¬ 
tant Walter Donald said he didn't have “Perrault’s 
agenda, or a copy of his speech." 

But other sources indicated that Bawlf succeeded in 
securing federal help for his Inner Harbor improve¬ 
ment plans. 

Work on the improvements is to begin soon and 
completion is scheduled for next summer. 

Projects to be tackled are the relocation of the Coho 
ferry to the other side of the Inner Harbor, demolition 
of the old service station and the Black Ball terminal 
buildings, extension of the lower causeway promen¬ 
ade past the Black Ball site, and construction of a new 
boat basin below the former Reid site on Wharf 
providing moprage for between 50 and 100 re¬ 
creational vessels as well as fishing boats. 

When Bawlf announced the facelift plans last No¬ 
vember, he said he would try to get federal funds for 
the projects. At the time, he spoke in terms of 30 per 
cent federal contribution for the program estimated 
to cost a total of $1.5 million.

Section 34 deals with self-defence in case of aggression. 

Owen-Flood said there were two versions of evidence, 
■Mair's and Saxon’s. 

He said Mair's version, basically, was that he was in 
his cell, had taken off his shirt and was lying down 
when Saxon walked down in front of Mair’s cell following 
an obscene remark and said, “What did you say, man?" 

Mair then stood up and said, "Nothing," at which 
Saxon then ordered another guard to “Crack 12," went in 
and viciously hit Mair. 

Saxon’s version. Owen-Flood said, was that he was 
ordered to take Mair to segregation, went in front of the 
cell gate, Mair said, “What are you doing?” to which 
Saxon said they were going to the isolation unit and Mair 
replied, “No way.” 

The door then opened, Saxon said, "Come on, we’re 
going.” Mair again said "No way,” and Saxon went to 
grab Mair by a shoulder. . 

Mair then took two swings at Saxon; who returned a 
punch to the chest area.

Victoria city council is try¬ 
ing hard to involve the public 
in its deliberations, but the 
people aren’t exactly beating 
a path to the doors of city 
hall. 

Bowing to pressure from 
newly-elected aldermen 
Robin Blencoe and William 
McElroy. city council held its 
first night meeting in recent 
history Thursday and fewer 
people showed up to witness 
the event than usually attend 
afternoon meetings:

Production of a new Special Lite low-calo 
rie beer resumed Thursday at Labatt 
Breweries Victoria plant one day after the 
Federal Court of Canada ruled that the new 
product did not contravene regulations of 
the Food and Drug Act.

Mussett said the 100 employees at the 
Victoria plant Would be producing 25.000 
dozen bottles a day now the plant had re¬ 
sumed full production. It was too early to 
say if there would soon be any increase in 
staff, he said. 

The new product is being bottled only In 
Victoria and at one of the company's On¬ 
tario plants. 

Robert Binnendyk. the brewery’s B.C. di¬ 
vision vice-president and general manager, 
said public reaction to the new product had 
exceeded expectations and "we are con¬ 
sidering increasing production.” 



Saanich CUPE: 
Why layoffs? 


Angry Canadian Union of Public Employees Union 
workers in Saanich are demanding an explanation as to 
why il of their members are being laid off three days after 
council’s works committee endorsed a $200,000 program 
aimed at preventing layoffs. 

The men being laid off Friday for an indefinite peri¬ 
od are employed in shops at the works yard on McKen-, 
zie Avenue. 

The committee agreed Tuesday to recommend to council 
essential installations in the water system at a cost pf 
$200,000 after being told that men were available to do the 
work and if authority was not given for the money to be 
spent layoffs would occur. 

Last February, the department was forced to layoff 
about 15 employees when council refused to authorize 
major capital works projects until budget sessions were 
completed. 

One unnamed employee who contacted the Colonist 
said he was “horrified" to read a press report saying 
there would likely be no repetition of last year’s layoffs. 

He suggested the committee had been “misled” into 
voting for the $200,000 expenditure “because it was known 
earlier in the week that layoffs would be occurring." 

Local 374 president Larry Newman said the layoffs 
were discussed at a union meeting Wednesday and fur¬ 
ther talks were slated Friday with municipal admin¬ 
istrator William Tremayne. 

Maureen Nuttall, first vice-president of the local, said 
she was not sure how many of the workers were perman¬ 
ent employees “but I understand we are losing a shop 
steward. 

It is understood about eight of the workers being laid 
off have been with the municipality about six months, 
but according to one of the workers, they were not hired 
as temporary or seasonal help. 

Committee chairman Aid. Howard Sturrock said Thurs¬ 
day he was aware layoffs were planned but was not 
sure of the number of workers involved. "I believe they 
are all men hired in the last 12 months.”

situation, near-riot going on." But if his client was bent on 
an illegal attack, he said, he would not have gone to Mair's 
cell with three or four other guards. 

Owen-Flood said Mair was a man “capable of making 
most outrageous allegations" and asked if he had been ab¬ 
solutely frank and honest with the court in his testimony. 

"It is open for you to wonder. . . whether Mair was 
completely candid in his testimony," Owen-Flood suggest¬ 
ed. 

"There are only two views possible in this case," he con¬ 
tinued. “Mair was the victim of a vicious assault and, if so, 
everybody from the director (of Wilkinson Road jail) down 
has engaged in a vicious criminal conspiracy to protect 
Saxon and should be charged with perjury. 

“Or, it was an unfounded, malicious complaint." 

He asked Ostler to consider if what Saxon did was reasoi 
able under conditions that night. He said prison stall 
was on the spot dealing with an ugly situation without time 
to reflect. 

Crown counsel Robert Mulligan opened his remarks by 
catling it a "sad ease ef a peace officer assaulting a 
person under his care and control in an unjustified man 
ner.” 

He said the evidence clearly established Saxon struck 
Mair in the jaw without any legal justification. 

Making general comments on witness credibility. Mulli¬ 
gan said crown witnesses, including three prisoners, told 
the truth, submitted themselves to cross-examination and 
didn’t change their story or appear untruthful. 

All employees at the institution, Mulligan contended, 
gave indications of untruthfulness and their stories were 
inconsistent, not only with the prisoners’ testimony, but with 
each other’s. 

“They may have been testifying ... to protect a friend," 
Mulligan said. “The motive is .,. contemptible." 

He said the evidence was clear that Mair suffered a 
broken jaw, that it occurred in cell 12 and that the fracture 
was inflicted by Saxon. 

Mulligan pointed out that Saxon did not say he broki 
Mair’s jaw in self defence but that Mair broke his jaw ->r 
the cell door accidentally. That, Mulligan suggested, was Iht 
true defence put forward by Saxon. 

Going over the testimony, Mulligan noted that Saxon 
first written report on the incident said, "I rushed him 
and put a headlock on him” with no mention of a punch. 
Later evidence showed that one punch to the chest was 
the controlling element, Mulligan observed. 

In Saxon's second statement. Mulligan noted, the guard 
said he protected himself from two swings by Mair 
by blocking the blows with his arms and he threw one punch 
in return. 

Mulligan said In conclusion that “the rule of law is what 
prevails here, not the rule of man.” 

Ostler began his judgment by calling it a "difficult and 
painful case but one of public importance.” 

He said that on the one hand, the inmate was subject 
to rules and regulations of the institution but was also enti¬ 
tled to the protection of the law and. on the other hand, 
the guard was entitled to discipline the inmate but under 
the duty to use only such force as reasonable and nec¬ 
essary. 

He noted that Saxon was a guard of “high reputation, 
good record and exemplary character” and that both the 
guard and the inmate in this case had a good relationship 
before the incident. 

In reviewing the evidence. Ostler said there was a dis¬ 
turbance at the jail July 9 started by a grass fire in the 
exercise yard. He said inmates were ordered into the 
main building for general lockup and that off-duty per¬ 
sonnel were called in for the emergency situation caused 
when some inmates were reluctant to go into their cells. 
A disturbance also took place in the east wing dayroom. 
Ostler said, but when Saxon arrived, the situation was 
substantially under control. 

Saxon's purpose for going into Mair’s cell was an im¬ 
portant factor in the case. Ostler stated. While the pro¬ 
secution claimed an outrageous remark was made con¬ 
cerning Saxon's wife and the guard went into the cell to 
punish Mair or to exact retribution for the remarks, Ihe 
defence said the reason Saxon went was to carry out orders 
to convey Mair to segregation. 

“I take the view Saxon was following orders in going to 
Mair's cell to take him to isolation and not to settle a 
score with him,” Ostler ruled. 

He said the evidence was clear Saxon struck Mair 
However, it was unclear where the blow landed. The 
judge said Mair appeared to be an honest witness. 

There was some doubt when and how the injury took place 
but there was no doubt Mair felt the injury took place on 
the blow from Saxon. Mair was partially unconscious fol¬ 
lowing the blow, Ostler said, and had no recollection of 
striking the cell door. There was a large body of evidence 
the blow was struck with reasonable apprehension that 
Mair intended to strike Saxon. 

Ostler said Saxon had plentiful help available to him in 
the backup guards and noted Saxon violently thrust Mair 
through door. The blow by Saxon stopped Mair, Ostler 
said, and no further resistance was met by the guard. 

The judge said in view of the nature of the charge, it 
was of the utmost importance the case received the fullest 
public airing, “as it has done.” 

Following the decision, Owen-Flood applied for a dis¬ 
charge. Ostler denied the application on grounds it was 
contrary to public interest. 

“I am very sorry for this man,” Ostler said. 

After learning of the judgment, acting-director Harry 
Bacon of Wilkinson Road jail said he “really can’t make a 
comment.” 

Bacon said any question of disciplinary action against 
Saxon would have to come from the corrections branch 
and would become an internal matter. 


Oak Bay Liberals name candidate

The Oak Bay Liberal Asso 
elation confirmed Thursday 
that Graham Ross-Smith, 36, 
will be its candidate in the 
March 20 provincial byelec¬ 
tion. 

About 150 supporters were 
on hand to hear parly leader 
Gordon Gibson say that a*- 
though the battle would be a 
tough one, the Liberals could 
recapture the seat they once 
held for 17 years. 

Gibson said there was a 
desperate need in B.C. at this 
time to bring some sort of 


stability back to the Legisla¬ 
ture. He said the best way to 
do that was to elect sensible 
people to the opposition. 

“Dave Barrett (NDP lead¬ 
er) the other night referred to 
jellyfish journalism in B.C.,” 
Gibson said. “The Legisla¬ 
ture used to be termed a zoo 
but apparently Dave Barrett 
is now turning it into an 
aquarium where we have a 
guppyfish government and 
an octopus-like Opposition 
which grabs any issue it can, 
chews It up, spits it out, and 


then confuses the whole thing 
in a cloud of ink.” 

Gibson said the Liberal 
party had to work to become 
the official Opposition, ap¬ 
proach problems rationally 
and be ready to take over 
when the time came. 

“The Conservative party is 
dead In British Columbia," 
Gibson said. "The Social 
Credit party doesn’t need the 
Oak Bay seat, and the NDP 
doesn’t deserve it. Oak Bay is 
the fulcrum of democracy in 
B.C. right now.” 

Ross-Smith, reading from a 


prepared text, said only the 
Liberals were approaching 
the byelection campaign 
without fear. 

“Social Credit politicians 
fear that if their candidate 
doesn't win, a new direction 
in B C. politics may be form¬ 
ing,” Ross-Smith said. “The 
Conservatives fear that the 
Legislature has seen its last 
Conservative member, and 
the NDP are just plain fear¬ 
ful.” 

He said he was sure he was 
not alone when lie said he was 
“fed up with the vicious, acri¬ 


monious and childish con¬ 
frontations between the NDP 
and the Socreds and their 
bitter feuding.” 

Ross-Smith said the people 
of Oak Bay did not have to sit 
still and be told that the only 
solutions to Inflation, labor 
unrest and unemployment — 
“the whole damn mess — is 
to suffer, to pull in our belts, 
raise taxes, bite the bullet. 
We don't have to sit still. We 
can stand up in Oak Bay and 
shout ‘We will not settle for 
that.”’ 


While admitting his party 
couldn't topple the govern¬ 
ment with an Oak Bay vic¬ 
tory, Ross-Smith said a Lib¬ 
eral win would “by God, 
make them listen.” 

Ross-Smith Is the fourth 
candidate seeking the Oak 
Bay seat vacated at the year- 
end by Conservative Scott 
Wallace. Vic Stephens is run¬ 
ning for the Tories, Larry 
Tickner for the Socialist 
Party of Canada, and Bennett 
Camp for the NDP. 

The Social Credit party will 


nominate its candidate on 
Feb. 21 from Frank Carson or 
Brian Smith. The late date 
for the Social Credit nominat¬ 
ing meeting drew sharp criti¬ 
cism from Liberal Robert 
Hutchison, who nominated 
Ross-Smith Thursday night 

He said the lateness of the 
Social Credit entry Into the 
byelection fight was jyst an¬ 
other typical gesture of arro¬ 
gance. "They think they can 
just walk in.” he said. “But 
in a way they’ve given us a 
head start; let’s use it.”
